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RECENT ATTACKS UPON THE 
AMEKICAN COTTON OLL COMPANY, 

The character of the attack made 
upon the American Cotton Oil Com- 
pany in certain newspapers during the 
past ten days is such as would bring the 
authors within the provisions of the 
New York statute, which = specifically 
designates as a misdemeanor the incit- 
ing or dissemination of reports retlecting 
unfavorably upon the standing of an in- 
dividual or corporation, and inspired 
for the purpose of affecting the stock 


market. The officers of the company 
nave wisely, it seems to us, refrained 
from any public notice of the attack 


other than to frankly state to all in- 
quirers, whether stockholders or the 
representatives of the public press, that 
the allegations which assailed the credit 
of the company were wholly groundless. 
That the company or the holders of its 
securities have suffered materially ¢rom 
the evident effort to depress the stock is 
not apparent from its fluctuations in 
Wall Street during the week. But that 
the animus of the attack was a desire 
to influence the value of the stock, as 
well as to depress the lard market by 
the alleged heavy holdings of the latter 
commodity by the oil company, is clear- 


ly apparent. In respect of the latter, 
the company emphatically denies that 
its operations in lard have ever been 


in the slightest degree speculative, or 


that it has ever bought beyond the re- 


quirements of its current business or 
to cover its contracts. The reports of 
its heavy purchases in the past and 


its holdings at the present time, which 
have been industriously circulated, were, 
therefore, presumably willful misrepre- 
sentations for which there was nv other 
basis than the legitimate purchases of 
the company for its known wants. 

So far as the prospective dividend is 
concerned, no officer of the company is 
authorized or prepared to anticipate the 
action of the directors, but it is au- 
thoritatively stated that the dividend on 
the preferred stock which is payable 
June 1 has been earned, and that the 
company holds the necessary funds for 
its payment. It is reasonable to con- 


clude, under these circumstances, that 
the dividend will be declared in due 
season, and it can already be dis- 


counted on the Street at a little shave 
from 3 per cent. The company does not 
attempt to disguise the fact that its 
business has suffered in common with 
that of all other industries during the 
past six months, but to no greater ex- 
tent nor for any other reasons than 
have affected every other oil manufac- 
turer, and nearly every other branch of 
business. The alleged internal dissen- 
sions in its management are imagina- 
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tive gossip, and there is no evidence of 
want of harmony between the officers 
and directors, or of confidence in the

Now, 
however, that quotations are so nearly 
alike on all descriptions of rosin, in- 
terest is reviving in the pale grades, 


and it is reported that many holders 


in the South are showing an inclination 
to withdraw their offerings of pales, in 


the expectation that they will soon be 


in active request, both in the domestic 
markets and in those of Europe. 
The new crop is beginning to come in, 


and the demand for export absorbs the 
receipts very closely. In recent years 


new forests have been entered and 
worked, and as the yield from fresh 
trees is largely of pale rosins, a surplus 
of these grades have resulted, and prices 
for them have declined. 

Rosin is employed in many channels, 
ard its consumption is rapidly growing. 
It is used in varnish making, soap mak- 
ing, ship building and repairing, solder- 
ing, the manufacture of axle grease and 
some pharmaceutical preparations, as 
well as in a variety of minor operations.

PROTECTING THE CANADIAN 
DRUGGISTS. 

It is reported that some six hundred 
and fifty druggists of the Dominion of 
Canada have signed an agreement to 
guard against substitutions in their own 
sales of the preparations of such propri- 
etors as refuse to sell cutters and de- 
partment stores. The jobbers of the Do- 
minion are, of course, a necessary part 
of the machinery which proprietors 
must employ to carry out their part of 
the contract, and all of them are under- 
stood to have agreed with the retailers 
to supply none of these goods direct to 
the offending stores. It would appear, 
on the face, therefore, that the pharma- 
cists across the border had very quickly 
and effectively accomplished the pro- 
tective system at which their brothers 
in the States have aimed less success- 
fully for a number of years. It appears, 
however, from evidence furnished by re- 
tailers in some of the Canadian cities, 
that the blockade against the cutters is 
not so complete as might be desired, 
and that they are still able to obtain 
supplies of some prominent prepara- 
tions. Inasmuch ag all of the proprie- 
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rosin was the common kind, and the 
shipments to the other side kept our 
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ly a local issue. 


Just now the suspicion’ exists 


from other cities. 
as to how completely the 
erected by the retailers for their own 


protection will serve to keep the jobbers 


informed as to what should be regarded 
as suspicious orders, but, as stated be- 
fore, the number of houses to be con- 
sidered is not so large that discrimina- 
tion should be impossible or even diffi- 
cult. There is doubtless no lack of good 
intent on the part of the jobbers, and it 
will therefore, be the more interesting 
to watch the course of the experiment 
which is being tried in Canada under 
more favorable conditions than have 
ever prevailed here. The retailers of 
the Dominion are evidently inclined to 
reciprocate whatever aid the proprietors 
extend to them in their fight, and the 
latter can afford to make their assist- 
ance energetic, but the co-operation of 
the jobbers is absolutely essential, and 
as neither the cutters nor the depart- 
ment stores are yet sufficiently numer- 
ous in most of the Canadian cities to 
constitute a very strong element, the 
conflict of interests is not so considera- 
ble a factor as it has proven in recent 
experiments in this country .

OBITUARY. 


Charles T. Raynolds, 


The death of Mr. Charles T. Raynolds, 
which occurred at White Plains, N. Y., 
on Monday last, the 20th instant, from 
general debility, resulting from = ad- 
vanced age, rounds out the career of a 
merchant who will long be remembered 
for his remarkable business ability and 
success, his devotion to his chosen yvoca- 
tion and the many noble qualities for 
which he was distinguished through life. 
The fame of Mr. Raynolds was gained 
in the paint trade, with which he was 
activeiy connected for fully forty-two 
years, first as an employee and then as 
a partner in several of the firms that 
preceded the F. W. Devoe and C. T. 
Raynolds Company in this city. The de- 
ceased was born in 1816, in Lodi town- 


ship, of what is now Hudson County, 
New Jersey. At the age of 15 years 
he came to New York and secured em- 


ployment in a wholesale grocery store, 


Where, however, he remained only a 


short time. Believing taat the oppor- 
tunities for success were better at New 
Orleans than here, he removed to that 


piace about 1852, and was absent from 
New York for several years, but finally 
he returned to this city and entered 
the employ of Butler & Barker, who, 
from 1836 to 1846, conducted a paint 
business at the corner of Water and 
Fletcher streets. Their predecessors 
were William Post, who founded the 
business in 1755; William Post & Sons, 
from 1798S to 1800; William & Gerardus 
Post, from 1S00 to 1S34, and William 
Post, from 1834 to 1S: Upon the dis- 
solution of the firm of Butler & Barker, 
by the death of Mr. Barker, the 
business under the sole control 
of Francis Butier, with whom Charles 
T. Raynolds remained in the capacity 
of bookkeeper and salesman. So valua-

ble were his services to Mr. Butler that 
in 1S4S he was admitted as a partner 
in the establishment, the style of the 


firm being Butler & Raynolds, and when 
Mr. Butler died in 1852 Mr. Raynolds 
became associated with Mr, F. W. De- 
voe, under the firm name of Raynolds 
& Devoe. This partnership lasted 


until 1855, when it became Ray- 
nolds, Devoe & Co., and this’ in 
turn was changed in 1S5S to Ray- 
nolds, Devoe & Pratt. In I1SG4, in 
consequence of some disagreement 
among the members of the firm, they 


separated and started rival stores near 
each other in this city. One of these 
houses was FF. W. Devoe & Co., corner 
of William and Fulton streets, and the 
other was known as C. T. Raynolds & 
Co., waich was losated at 106 and 10S 
Fulton street. Both firms prospered, 
and were recognized as the leaders in 
their line of trade. They continued as 
competitors until 1S0Z, when they again 
joined hands, and the two concerns be- 


came incorporated as the F. W. Devoe 
& C. T. Raynolds Company. About 
eight years ago, owing to impaired 


health, the deceased retired permanent- 
ly from business, leaving his large in- 
terests in the hands of his son, Mr, Ed- 
win H. Raynolds, besides whom another 
and his wife survive him. Mrs. 
Raynolds is a sister of Mr. Thomas B. 
Hidden, who was formerly a member of 
the old firm of C. T. Raynolds & Co. 
Personally Mr. Charles T. Raynolds was 
very popular. He had a gentle and ami- 
able disposition, was kind and consider- 
ate to his employees, and courteous to 
all with whom he came in contact. He 
was a man of tne strictest integrity 
and the most untiring industry, and 
the great house which his labors and 
genius did much to develop is a 
monument to his sagavity and ability. 
Mr. Raynolds possessed a strong liking 
for literature, and was noted for his 
modesty and domestic tastes and habits.

The Revised Bankruptcy Bill. 
Washington, April 24, 1896. 
Chairman Henderson of the House 
Committee on the Judiciary on Monday 
presented his report upon the modified 
Torrey-Powers bankruptcy bill. The 
report is regarded as the ablest exposi- 
tion of the necessity for a national law 
to take the place of the patchwork 
legislation of the States that has ever 
been presented in Congress, and there 
is no doubt that it will command the at- 
tention and approval of the business 
community throughout the country. 
Chairman Henderson has secured the 
consent of the Committee on Rules to 
grant a special order for the cunsidera- 
tion of the bill, probably next week, 
with an agreement embracing a three 
days’ discussion and a vote at a fixed 
time. The Committee on the Judiciary 
are corfident that the bill will pass 
the House by a handsome majuvrity. 


In discussing the character of the 
new bill, the report of the cummittee 
Says: 


“The committee has kept steadily in 
view— 

“First. The rights of the debtor, giv- 
ing him the most liberal remedies in 
voluntary proceedings, and in every 
possible way protecting those who are 
honest from unjust prosecution, and at 
all times from persecution. 

“Second. The rights of the creditor, 
giving him ample protection, but leav- 
ing no cruel weapon in his hand. 

“Third. The necessity for a law that 
will be as inexpensive and simple as 
possible in its operation. 

“The committee has sought to make 
this bankrupt bill thoroughly national, 
adapted to all parts of the country, 
uniform in its operation, simple in its 
methods, and has given special atten- 
tion to the subject of making it inex- 
pensive in its administration, hoping 
thereby to frame a law that would so 
commend itself to the people, and be 
so generally acceptable that it will be- 
come a permanent part of our general 
legislation.”” 

The report briefly sketehes the his- 
tury of the past bankruptcy legislation 
and proceeds as follows: 

“The committee will suggest a few 
reasons for answering in the affirmative 
the question, ‘Is a bankruptcy law 
needed?’ From the Bureau of Statis- 
tics we learn that the total number 
of failures in the United States from 
ISTY to 1895, both inclusive, amounted 
to 171,380; this vast number constitutes 
an army of men crippled financially— 
most of them active, aggressive, hon- 
est men, who have met with misfor- 
tune in the struggle of life, and who, if 
relieved from tne burden of debt, would 
re-enter the struggle with fresh hope 
and vigor and become active and use- 
ful members of society. 

“What is the burden resting upon 
these men? From the same _ source 
we learn that the total liabilities from 
1STY to 1895, inclusive, of the number 


who failed as just stated, aggregates 
$2,611,521, 704. Ought the rights of 
creditors representing claims for this 


enormous amount be ignored”? 

“The committee has also ascertained 
from the Bureau of Statistics the fail- 
ures and liabilities for the first three 
months of 18! and for the first three 
months of 1806, showing that the total 
failures during the first three months 
of 1895 in the United States was 
Sov; in 1SV6, first three months, 4,031; 
liabilities during the first three months 
of S05, S54,100,052; for the same 
period in 1896, $38,755,015, an increase 
in 1S9G of failures, 229, and of liabili- 
ties, $4,504,065. If this percentage of 
failures continues throughout the year 
it will mean an enormous increase in 
the aggregate for the year. 

“The friends of a bankruptcy law con- 
tend that when an honest man is hope- 
lessly down financially, nothing is 
gained for the public by keeping him 
down, but, on the contrary, the public 
good will be promoted by having his 
assets distributed ratably far as 
they will go among his creditors and 
letting him start anew. 

“The recent financial crisis crippled 
so many good, aggressive, useful citi- 
zens all over the country that present 
conditions appeal loudly for the pas- 
sage of a bankruptcy law. Buta study 
of the statistics which we have sub- 
mitted will show that in the great 
struggle of life in this busy country 
of ours there is each year a large num- 
ber who fail in business, and in respect 
to whom the operation of a bankruptcy 
law would be a blessing directly and 
an indirect blessing to the community 
at large. 
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“Under present laws if a debtor is 
suspected of being in the throes of 
financial death ‘the creditor who hap- 
pens to learn of it rushes in with com- 
pulsory process and secures a lien on 
his estate—a lien as against all of the 
creditors with equal rights. In this 
particular case it is very advantageous 
for the lucky creditors, but laws which 


serve such a man do not result in the 
greatest good to the greatest number; 


the bankruptcy law would secure the 
rights of all the creditors in every case. 
Again, under the State laws, which is 
a sharp race of diligence, creditors 
take chances; they strike early and 
mercilessly, fear that some other 
creditor may get in ahead. With the 
bankruptcy law proper time can be 
taken for investigation, as all creditors 
will know that preferences will not be 
sustained, and that equity must be 
done in the distribution of the assets of 
the insolvent.”

A special effurt has been made to 
reduce the legal charges upon bank- 


rupt estates, and upon this point the 
report 

“The of administering estates 
under the bill we recommend are very 
reasonable in amount, and are to be 
so computed and paid that every officer 
financially interested in the estates will 
in effect be employed to not only se- 
cure prompt results, but as large divi- 
dends as possible—that is to say, the 
referee and trustee will not receive 
any compensation from an estate until 
its administration is concluded, and 
the commissions they receive will be 
computed not upon the total outgo of 
the estates, but on the amount actually 
paid in dividends and commissions. 
The clerk will receive but a single fee, 
which will be paid to him in advance, 
and he will, therefore, be anxious to 
have the estate administered as quick- 
ly as possible, as he cannot have any 
interest in delays in the administration 
or in piling up expenses.”

The New England Druggists’ Union 
and the Jobbers. 


Secretary Flynn of the New England 
Retail Druggists’ Union has addressed 
the following open letter to the members 
of that organization upon the subject of 
the failure of its recent efforts to secure 
protection against the cutter: 

The New England Retail Druggists’ 
Union has endeavored tv put an end to 
the evils of “cutting” in New England. 
We believed these evils were grievous 
in their effects, and that they should be 
Stamped out. 

We hoped that all interested, proprie- 
tor, jobber and retailer, would, when we 
got thoroughly to work, support our ei- 
forts, 

We first asked the support of the jub- 
bers of New England, and while some of 
trem pledged themselves to assist us, 
there were others, notably in Boston, 
who gave the matter a cold reception, 
and refused to encourage us. But, 
finally, even these deemed it wise to join 
us, and they did so one day, and were 
na hurry about it. Then we got prac- 
ticaily alt the jobbers of New York to 
come to our support, At this time there 
appeared to be only two “cutting” firms 
of any consequence holding cut against 
us in New England, as it was under- 
stood the others would be with us when 
We were ready, and we felt that if our 
jobbers in New England would stand 
true to us, we could settle the question 
in a short time. 

But we found out almost immediately 
that some of the jobbers were breaking 
their pledges, and supplying these two 
“cutters” with goods in a roundapout 
way. In the mean time a canvass was 
made of all the retailers witain a large 
radius of Boston to get their consent 
in writing to abide by a uniform sched- 
dule, and to find out just who were 
opposed to the plan. We then found 
there were seven retail firms who would 
not enter a schedule, and we were there- 
fore compelled to notify all the jobbers 
to this effect. 

Some of the Boston jobbers began im- 
mediately to show signs or opposition, 
and our last ‘friendly list’ did not con- 


tain the names of two of these firms. 
It was understood at this time that one 
of these firms had stated that if the 
friendly list went out, certain means 
would be taken to force all the whole 
salers from the list. 

Although this did not then seem pos- 
sible, yet we regret to say that prac- 
tically all the wholesale druggists of 
New England have since withdrawn, by 
concerted action. The methods pursued 
to force this end are said to have been 
of an intimidating nature, with threats 
of disruption in the jobbing business, of 
ruinous competition, and of many other 
things of a similar character. 

The result is that there appears to be 
no wholesaler who desires or has the 
courage to stand by us. 

The officers of the union have worked 
as earnestly as they could, and at a 
great deal of sacrifice, to sift this prob- 
lem thoroughly, and to get a lasting 
good out of it if possible. They cannot 
see that much has been left undone. 

Had all the wholesalers been really 
loyal and sincere, we should have suc- 
ceeded as well as could be wished. They 
said: “Get your organization, and you 
will not have to come to ts, we will go 
to you.” We got our fine organization, 
and asked them to act with us, and they 
deserted us in our time of greatest need. 

You see, the wholesalers do not like 
cutting in their business, and they be- 
lieve in keeping the wholesale trade 
united for their own profit, even if it be 
at your expense. They want your pa- 
tronage, the patronage of the “cutter” 
and their rebate also. 

Of course, we cannot cope, on pres- 
ent lines, against the combination of the 
wholesalers and “cutters,” but I trust 
that the union will be kept up, and all 
local associations also. Much good can 
be done, and we can honorably main- 
tain a uniform schedule, and keep in 
touch with each other, so as to be ready 
to take united action when the time 
comes, 

I believe our salvation now lies in hav- 
ing our own wholesale plant. Druggists 
in New England buy $15,000,000 worth 
of goods annually, and support twenty- 
five jobbing houses. 

Why not have 
house? 

I would recommend the retailers, if 
they wish to save the union, to pay the 
small annual dues to Treasurer Sawyer 
at once. 7 

It is proper to state that the commit-

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tee has decided to release all those left 
on the ‘“‘friendly list” from any further 
obligation.

Quicksilver.—There was a marked in- 
crease in production in 1895, the total 
being 1,219 metric tons (85,122 flasks), 
against 1,056 metric tons (30,440 flasks) 
in 18%. The metal was entirely from 
the California mines, no new sources of 
production having been developed dur- 
ing the year 

Zine.—The total production of spelter, 
or commercial zine, in 1895 was 74,245 


metric tons (81,858 short tons). The 
year was marked by an extension of 
mining and of output to an extent 


greater than the consump.ion, resulting 
in continued low prices. With the 
present abundant supply these may be 
expected to continue until new uses are 
found for the metal and the demand is 
correspondingly enlarged; unless, indeed, 
the combination which now controls a 
large part of the production of spelter 
should attempt to advance prices above 
4 cents per pound, when a further re- 
striction in consumption might ex- 
pected. 

Alum.—The growth of this industry 
is steady and satisfactory, as is shown 
by the large production. Some alum is 
made from imported bauxite and other 
materials, including cryolite, which is 
not produced in this country. 

Asbestos and Talc.—The output of as- 
bestos showed a considerable increase 
in 1895, chiefly due to the working of 
mines in Georgia, which have been 
opened within the past two years. We 
still continue to import a large part of 
our supply. The output of fibrous tale 
was increased to meet a growing de- 
mand; it all comes from a limited area 
in New York, where the mines are ac- 
tively worked under a combination. 
The production of tale and soapstone 
declined slightly. 

Asphalt.—The asphalt and bituminous 
rock reported are chiefly from Cali- 
fornia. The gilsonite deposits of Utah 
are not actively worked, owing to diffi- 
culties of transportation. The of 
asphalt in the United States is rapidly 
extending, but the chief reliance on 
imported material, the island of Trini- 
dad furnishing the largest part of the 
supply. 

Barytes.—There was a slight decrease 
in this mineral, coupled with an _ in- 
crease in its value. 

3auxite.—A considerable is 
reported, due to the organization of 
new companies and the opening of new 
beds in Georgia and Alabama. No othe 
deposits have been worked.

PARIS GREEN—The movement con- 
tinues light, as the consuming season 
has not yet opened, and buyers who 
for the most part had secured liberal 
supplies at the very low prices ruling 
a month or six weeks ago are indiffer- 
ent.

Quicksilver Production in ®alifornia. 
San Francisco, April 16, 1896. 

The proper data for a complete re- 
view of the quicksilver trade of 1805 
are hardly as yet obtainable, inasmuch 
as the mine owners are reticent, and 
the separate output of the various 
mines can, in some cases, only be ap- 
proximately estimated. It is certain, 
though, that the total has been larger 
than that of ISU). Some of the mines 
have been quite prosperous, as, for in- 
stance, the mine of the Napa Consoli- 
dated Quicksilver Mining Company. 
Here the production was 5,400 flasks, 
against 5,000 flasks in IStH. The sales 
of quicksilver produced $187,087, the 
expenses were $112,265, leaving a profit 
of $75,721. The cost of production at 
this particular mine was about $20.50 
per flask. The Aetna Consolidated 
Quicksilver Mining Company produced 
in 1805 3,500 flasks. The sale brought 
$115,241. The expenses were $83,652. 
The net profits $31.602. The expense 
of producing a flask of quicksilver was 
about $25.51. It is evident that either 
of these companies can meet the mar- 
ket under any probable cut in prices. 
The former paid a 10 cents per share 
dividend a little while ago on each of 
its 100,000 shares. The dividend was 
a quarterly one. The earnings of the 
Napa Consolidated for the quarter were 
$46,629, the expenses $24,738. There 
was a surplus of $11 carried over to 
the next quarter, The total output of 
the year may be estimated at 32,000 
flasks. The receipts in this city were 
30,701 flasks,. Besides this there were 
shipped from the interior SS flasks, 
making a total of $51,590 flasks in evi-

The shipments by rail were 
flasks, valued at $500,000, making the 
total for the year 1895 31,789 flasks, val- 
ued at $1,202,289. Shipments and re- 
ceipts have been therefore practically the 
same. This would leave a surplus stock 
at the close, but there is always a cer- 
tain amount disposed of not accounted 
for in these statistics. Since the first 
of the year the volume of the business 
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of inter- 
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received from the Commissioner, 
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has continued to increase. The receipts 
exceeded those of 18% for the same 
time. For instance, from Jan. 1 to April 
7. inclusive, receipts were 9,169 flasks, 

32 flasks for the correspond- 
ing period in 18%. During the same 
period the exports by sea were 8,055 
flasks, against 4,3SS flasks for the same 
time in 185. 

It is evident that producers this year 
are shipping all that is being produced 
and probably more. Of the total ex- 
ports in 1S5, nearly all by sea to for- 
egn countries were intended for Mex- 
ico, which had 3.077 flasks out of 4.367 
flasks. None was sent to China al- 
though sinee the close of the year we 
have shipped there 2,000 flasks—half in 
January and half in February. This 
was manifested at S37 per flask. It 
was sent by a new house in the trade, 
a big grocery firm, that has for years 
been advancing to the front in business 
matters generally. The average price 
of quicksilver for the Mexican market 
was in IS S35 per flask. The spot 
price for .ne greater part of the past 
six months has been S40. It was ad- 
vanced to that figure from $39 on Oct. 
11. But since the close of the year 
there has been a reduction to $39, which 
reduction was made on March 19. This 
price is $2 over what it was a year 
ago, and $5 over the figure of a couple 
of years since. It is in evidence that 
the quicksilver trade is in tolerably good 
condition—that is, considering the char- 
acter of the times that prevail in Cali- 
fornia as well as elsewhere. There does 
not appear to be uny effort made at 
opening new mines, and prospecting 
seems to be ata standstill. The talk of 
developments in various parts of the 
State, that was going on at different 
times during the past year, has ceased. 
It was supposed by those outside that 
prices would advance, and the fact that 
they did not, and have declined instead, 
has put a stop to all movements in the 
direction of opening up new mines. It 
must not be inferred from this’ that 
California's resources in this metal are 
exploited. Such is far from being the 
case, but it requires the expenditure of 
a great deal of money, and it appears 
that the production of the State was 
sufficiently large at present.

The Freight Rate on Flaxseed. 


The rate of freight on flaxseed from 
Chicago to New York, over the rail- 
ways, is and for several years past 
has been twenty-five cents per 100 
pounds, while the rate on wheat and 
other grain is twenty cents per 1). 
Efforts on the part of the linseed oil 
manufacturers along the seaboard to 
have the classification changed so as to 
bring about a uniform rate of twenty 
cents on flaxseed and grain have not 
as yet met with any success. Some 
time ago the National Lead Company 
made application to the Joint Traffic 
Association in this city, asking that 
flaxseed be placed in the same class as 
grain and be made subject to the same 
rate as now applies to the latter be- 





tween Chicago and New York. Last 
week the Board of Managers passed 
upon the application adversely, much 


to the disappointment of the crushers, 
who feel that there is no substantial 
reason why their request should not 
have been granted, From their stand- 
point, flaxseed is, to all intents and 
purposes, a species of grain, and its 
transportation by the railroads should 
be governed by the same regulations as 
bear upon any other kind of giain. 

This view certainly seems reasonable, 
particularly as flaxseed cannot be re- 
garded as a hazardous commodity to 
carry, and the handling of it does not 
involve the exercise of such special care 
as should justly make it an article to 
be discriminated against in the matter 
of freight charges. Most if not all the 
objections against a reduction of the 
rate on flaxseed can, with equal force, 
be urged against small grain generally, 
much of which is now being trans- 
ported by the railroads at materially 
less than the rate on flaxseed. An of- 
ficial of the Joint Traffic Association 
intimated this week to a representative 
of The Reporter that the application of 
the National Lead Company had been 
rejected mainly because flaxseed re- 
quiies more cautious handling than 
grain does, and the expense to the roads 
was thus increased, thereby necessitat- 
ing a higher rate on the seed. He also 
said that flaxseed was a small factor in 
the eastbound railroad business, and 
that as between it and the important 
crops such as wheat, oats and corn it 
is expedient always to encourage the 
movement of the latter articles to the 
seaboard by keeping the rates as low as 
possible. He asserted that in carrying 
flaxseed, it is essential to line the cars 
with paper to prevent waste, but 
further inquiry leads us to believe that 
this is not always really necessary. If 
well constructed cars are used, there 
should be no appreciable loss, even in 
the longest haul.

In the market for oils no significant 
new developments were noticed during 
the past week, and the general situa- 
tion is practically without change. The 
demand for most of the leading articles 
continues fairly active, and a seasonable 
distribution of goods was reported on 
orders of moderate size. Toward the 
close of the week, however, the tendency 
on the part of buyers was to exercise 
increased caution in the matter of tak- 
ing supplies, but as this is usually a 
feature of the last days of each month's 
trading no special importance is at- 
tached thereto. The orders which are 
thus being delayed or curtailed will no 
doubt come forward after the turn of 
the month. Regarding values, the mar- 
ket occupies a steady position, but no 
fluctuations of particular consequence 
in either direction have occurred. Lin- 
seed oil continues strong in tone, but the 
expected further advance in prices has 
not yet materialized. Cottonseed oil is 
quiet, but firm, while lard oil remains 
depressed, in sympathy with lard.

LINSEED.—The advance in the price 
of Western linseed oil, which we noted 
last week, has been maintained, but 
while the general expectation was that 
a further advance would have oc- 
curred ere now, this has not been real- 
ized.

Refined.-To the chronicler of cotton oil 
events the market is a barren rock inca- 
pable of supporting a blade of grass to 
relieve the weary eye. If the efforts to 
make a trade went for anything, commis 
sion houses here could be described as quite 
busy, but the results are sadly lacking 
Exports of refined oil to Marseilles against 
old sales show a fair volume, but new bus- 
ness appears most difficult. Germany is 
not heard from, and England keeps per- 
sistently below our parity for refined oil, 
and latterly shows a tendency to drift 
farther away. Inquiries from the Mediter- 
ranean have become further restricted a--d 
Rotterdam seems to suffer from excessive 
stocks of consigned oil. In addition to 
these drawbacnss, lard has been on the 
decline until the close, when it gained a 
few points—not enough, however, to raise 
the hopes of holders of oil that an era of 
better times had come. Tallow has also 
touched the lowest point yet, viz , 34¢c, 
and if it was not for the unusual export 
demand which all along has taken up the 
surplus stocks of tallow it would 
no doubt have’ been _ selling ere 
this at 3c or lower. With this state 
of the grease market, it is evident the 
Soap Kettle is not anxious for cotton oil. 
There has not been sifficient demand dur- 
ing the week either for export or home 
for us to determine what the value 
of oil really is. Holders are ask- 
ing 25l4e for prime yellow and 
a few small sales have been made from 
dock at 254c f. o. b. and of nearly prime 
for arrival at 25s. Exporters are not 
looking for supplies at the moment, as 
there is no steamer up for Mediterranean 
ports, otherwise they might be inclined to 
raise their bids of 24}¢c for nearly prime 
yellow. An offer of 25c fo.b. for 3,000 
bbls nearly prime yellow has been hung 
up fo. the present, at least until the mill 
has secured sufficient new seed to crush 
this quantity. Chicago is not bid- 
ding over 2ile loose’ for prime 
yellow, which shows how _indiffer- 
ent packers are in that section. The 
market closes weak, with tendency to 
lower values, at 2514@251¢c for prime yel- 
low; 2434 @25e for off white oil, 27c; butter 


oil, 27@28c, and soap stock ¥%@lc, 
as to quality.

Halting the Alcohol Legislation, 
Washington, April 25, 1896. 


As foretold in these dispatches in an- 
other column, Senator Sherman yester- 
day undertook to catl up the free alcohol 
bill, with the result that Senator Platt 
threw 2 bombshell into the repealers’ 
camp in the shape of two amendments, 
one intended to provide for the execu- 
tion of section 61, and the other being 
the full text of the McKinley tariff act 
of Oct. 1, 1890. The effect of this move 
on the part of the friends of free alco- 
hol was startling, and with a general 
tariff battle imminent—even before the 
annual appropriation bills could be dis- 
posed of—Senator Sherman was quite 
willing to let the matter drop and go 
over until this afternoon, when it will 
again be taken up. 

Early in the proceedings of Friday 
Senator Sherman rose and said: “T ask 
the unanimous consent of the Senate to 
take up for consideration the bill to 
amend section 3,255 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, concern- 
ing the distilling of brandy from fruits. 
There seems to be a pressure for the 
passage of the bill. I believe there will 
be no opposition to it, and I therefore 
ask for its present consideration.”’ 

Said Senator Proctor: “I must object 
to the consideration of the bill at this 
time. The Senator from Connecticut 
( Mr. Platt) is absent.” 

“T am rather surprised to learn that 
there is any opposition to the measure,” 
said Senator Sherman, with a fine simu-

pressure by the department to have a 
certain mistake corrected. It is a House 
bill. I did not suppose that any one in 
the Senate would object.”’ 

“The difficulty,” said Senator Gal- 
linger, “I will suggest, is with the 
amendment that the Committee on Fi- 
nance has reported to the bill. Very 
likely there is no objection to the orig- 
inal bill, but there is very large objec- 
tion to the amendment which the com- 
mittee has added to the bill.’’ 

“But for the amendment there 
probably be no objection to the 
said Senator Proctor. 

“The Committee on Finance, | believe, 
with a single exception,” replied Senator 
Sherman, “directed the amendment to 
be reported, and as a matter of course 
1 have no right to withdraw it. I con- 
sider the amendment as even more im- 
portant than the bill, although the bill 
is very important, and it 1s necessary to 
have speedy action upon it. The amend- 
ment whicn is objected to simply re- 
peats tne clauSe that was inserted in 
the last tariff act, and inserted by in- 
advertence, The author of it himseif, 
the Senator from Massachusetts (Mr. 
Hoar), who is now present, said it was 
puc there merely for the purpose of pre- 
senting the subject matter to the Com- 
mittee of Conference, and that it ought 
not to be there. 

“The Secretary of the Treasury says it 
is impossible to carry into execution the 
terms provided for, and he-asks Con- 
gress to repeal that section. I supposed 
there was really no opposition to it. it 
is vitally necessary to repeal it, because 
all the time, every day and every hour, 
claims may arise under that section 
which cannot be enforced. It is a dead 
cock in the pit, 1 might say; it has never 
been enforced, cannot be enforced; it is 
uamitted thai it cannot be entorced, and 
yet claims may be accumulating arising 
out of it because of the failure to put in 
force, claims that would be embarrass- 
ing to the Treasury, amounting to mill- 
ions of dollars.” 

At this point Senator Platt of Con- 
necticut entered the Chamber and ob- 
jected to the consideration of the meas- 
ure, which operated to carry it over un- 
til after the “morning business” had 
been disposed of. Then Senator Sher- 
man again called it up, and attempted 
to railroad it through. He insisted that 
the motion to consider the bill was not

“Il regard it as a bill of the very high- 
est importance,” replied Senator Sher- 
man, “It is pressed by the Treasury 
Department, and is brought here by the 
unanimous vote of the Senate commit- 
tee.”’ 

“Il say to the Senator, then,’’ repeated 
Senator Chandler, “that he ought to 
sive us a little notice before he presses 
it. it is a tariff bill; it opens the whole 
tariff question, and it ought not to be 
taken up this morning so suddenly. 
The Senator will admit that.” 

“I think the Senator from Ohio,’’ said 
Senator Platt, “did not intend to ob- 
ject to a suggestion which I desired to 
make to him, inasmuch as he allowed 
the Senator from New Hampshire to 
make a suggestion in the line which | 
proposed to make, 


admitted Sen- 


“This is a measure to which there is 
very serious and earnest objection, and 
we have had no notice whatever. The 
part to which the serious objection is 
made was reported to the Senate on the 
2lst of April, three days ago. Senators 
who desire to ‘be heard on that amend- 
ment, who oppose it and desire to sub- 
mit amendments to it, have had no no- 
tice of it; and I do not think the Sena- 
tor from Ohio ought to press the meas- 
ure this morning. If he desires to 
press it to-morrow morning, I shall be 
prepared with an amendment to the 
amendment.” 

“Very well,” said Senator Sherman, 
reluctantly. “If the Senator really de- 
sires to prepare himself I have no ob- 
jections.”’ 


his colleagues by introducing as an 
amendment the entire McKinley bill, 
which served to indicate the character 
of the fight which will be made against 
it. Senator Sherman’s motion was 
withdrawn, but will be renewed this 
afternoon. The second amendment 
presented by Senator Platt provides 
free alcohol in the arts under the fol- 
lowing terms: 

“The distilled spirits, after withdraw- 
al from bonded warehouse, as herein- 
before provided, shall be used only in 
the manufacture of articles wherein 
the spirits would be, and remain depot- 
abilizeq or undrinkable or entirely con- 
sumed in the process of manufacture; 
and it shall be the duty of the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue to com- 
pel the use of methylated spirits in all 
cases where such use would not injure 
or destroy the manufactured article. 
Such distilled spirits, when recovered 
during the process of manufacture, 
shall be returned to the custody of the 
internal revenue officer, and shall be 
reused, but no refund of internal reve- 
nue tax shall 
til such spirits have been 
sumed or have become a part of the 
manufactured article.”’ 

A rebate of 9O per cent. of the tax is 
provided, and certain penal provisions 
are included. The bill is in several re- 
spects similar to that recently presented 
by Representative Russell and printed 
in the Reporter.

History has grown apace in the free |Government had no case whatever, a 


alcohol controversy during ithe past 
week, one important event after an- 
cther happening with such rapidity as 
to make it no smal] task to follow each 
incident and weigh its full significance 
with accuracy. By a coincidence which 
cannot be solely related to chance both 
Hovse and Senate have taken important 
action looking to the repeal of the free 
alcohol section of the tariff law, and the 
calenders of both houses now carry 
measures drafted for the purpose of 
wiping out section 61. 

The work began early ir the week in 
the Senate. As described in these dis- 


patches last week, the vituation on Fri- | 


day was exceedingly critical. 
day a well-defired movement was mani- 
fested in the Senate, backed by a full- 
fledged lobby in conspicuous evidence, 
to secure an addition of the amendment 
to the Sundry Civil bill repealing section 
61. Several prominent Demccratic Sen- 
ators tcok part in this movement, and 
every effort was made to induce the 
sub-committee of the Committee on 
Appropriations, having charge 
Sundry Civil bill to permit it to be 
amended. It was hoped that Senator 
Allison, who, as chairman of the Sub- 


Committee on tie Sundry Civil bill, and | 


also as a menber of the Finance Com- 
mittee, possessed great influence, could 
be induced to add the desired amend- 
ment, and the friends of free alcohol 
watched with much anxiety for the re- 
porting of the bill. 

On Tuesday morning the bill was 
brought from the Appropriations Com- 
mittee into the Senate, and a careful 
examination of its provisions showed 
that the effort to incorporate repeal 
had been unsuccessful. It was after- 
ward learned that Senator Sherman, 
2s well as Senator Allison, had objected 
to this method of procedure, on the 
ground that the amendment was not 
germane to an appropriation bill. Those 
who desired to secure repeal concluded 
that it would be dangerous to press the 
amendment upon the Sundry Civil bill, 
and as a result this attempt failed. 

The work of the lobby, however, 
showed no signs of abatement, and 
Monday afternoon at least three mem- 
bers of the “black horse cavalry,” as 
promoters of legislation are here styled, 
were busy buttonholing Senators, and 
urging that immediate steps be taken 
to bring about the repeal of section 61. 
These gentlemen were all prominent 
members of the famous sugar trust 
lobby, which operated so successfully 
in the Senate two years ago, and their 
engagement in the present enterprise is 
a matter of no little curiosity here, as 
no one seems to know from whence 
comes the supply of funds necessary to 
Stimulate their activities. It should be 
Said that the action of the Finance Com- 
mittee is in no way attributable to the 
lobby; in fact, the employment of these 
agents usually does more harm than 
good to any cause, and it is extremely 
doubtful if any advantage has been 
gained in this instance by securing the 
aid of these members of the “third 
house.” 

Late Monday night news was spread 
that a special meeting of the Finance 
Committee had been called for Tues- 
day morning, and when the committee 
had assembled the declaration was 
promptly made by the chairman that the 
meeting had assembled for the purpose 
of reporting a measure looking to the 
repeal of the free alcohol section. The 
programme had been cut and dried. 
Acting upon the suggestion of Senator 
Vest, whose bill for the repeal of sec- 
tion Gl was before the committee, it 
was decided to report an amendment to 
the House Bill 886, a measure providing 
for the abolition of certain restrictions 
now imposed upon manufacturers of 
fruit brandies. This bill passed the 
House two months ago, and was favor- 
ably reported to the Senate by the 
Finance Committee five weeks ago, but 
its subject matter is in no way related 
to the alcohol question. It was an ex- 
traordinary departure from parliamen- 
tary procedure to amend in committee a 
bill which had been on the Senate cal- 
endar for over a month, but it was 
recognized that the issue was extraordi- 
nary, and should be met by extraordi- 
nary methods. 

The discussion of the Finance Com- 
mittee was highly significant, as it de- 
velepode the opinions of various Sena- 
tors, not only as to the propriety of free 
alcohol, but as to the prospects of the 
recovery of the claims now pending in 
court. To the astonishment of nearly 
all the members of the committee, Sen- 
ator Vest withdrew that portion of his 
bill providing for the repudiation of the 
claims.

fact which he pointed to as an addi- 
tional reason why the free alcohol pro- 
vision should be repeaied before the 
claims grew any larger. A vote was 
then taken, and while several members 
were absent; there were no votes cast in 
the negative, the balloting Yeing viva 
voce, On Wednesday morning Senator 
Allison rose in his place and presented 
the following report, stating that he 
would call the bill up for considerat.on 
“at an early day:” 

“The Committee on Finance, to 
whom was referred bill (H. R. SS6) to 
amend section 3,255 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, concern- 
ing the distilling of brandy from fruits, 
reported the bill back on the 17th of 
March last without amendment. * * * 

“Since reporting the bill to the Sen- 
ate on the 17th of March, your commit- 
tee have cons‘dered the provisions of the 
bill further, and recommend the follow- 
ing amendment: 

“In line 10, after the word ‘prunes,’ 
insert the words ‘or other fruits." 

“The committee have also had under 
consideration a proposition for the re- 
peal of section 61 of the act of Aug. 28, 
1894, entitled ‘An act to reduce texa- 
tion, to provide revenue for the Govern- 
ment, and for other purposes,’ and ycur 





| committee recommend its repeal in the 


following terms, as an additional sec- 
tion to the bill, H. R. 886: 
“That section 61 of the act of Aug. 


| 28, 1804, entitled “An act to reduce tax- 
| ation, to provide revenue for the Gov- 








ernment, and for other purposes,” pro- 
viding for the rebate or repayment cof 
internal revenue tax on alcohol used in 
the arts or in any medicinal or «ther 
like compound be, and the same is here- 
by, repealed.’ ”’ 

Encouraged by the action of the Scn- 
ate, Chairman Evans of the sub-com- 
mittee of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee on Wednesday reported to the Huuse 
the Stone bill, repealing section 61, but 
making no reference to the accrued 
claims. The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee decided that it would not attempt 
to call up the bill for the present, and it 
therefore went to the calendar, where it 
lies buried under a score of important 
measures, but from whence ‘t can be 
called up at any time by virtue of the 
special privilege accorded to the Ways 
and Means Committee. Mr, Evans’ re- 
port will be read with the deepest in- 
terest by all persons who have followed 
the free alcohol controversy, and it is 
therefore presented here in full, as fol- 
lows: 

“The Committee on Ways and Means, 
to whom was referred the bill (H. R. 
3282), entitled ‘A bill to repeal section 
sixty-one of an act to reduce taxation, 
to provide revenue for the Government, 
and for other purposes, which became a 
law August twenty-fifth, eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-four,’ having carefully 
considered the same, report it back to 
the House with the recommendation 
that i: so pass, when so amended as to 
substitute the word ‘eighth’ for the 
word ‘fifth’ at the close of line 5 of the 
bill. An amendment of the title to con- 
form to this change is also suggested. 

“The language of the section which 
the bill proposes to repeal is as follows: 

“*Any manufacturer finding it neces- 
sary to use alcohol in the arts, or in 
any medical or other like compound, 
may use the same under regulations to 
be prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and on satisfying the collector 
of internal revenue for the district 
wherein he resides or carries on business 
that he has complied with such regula- 
tions and has used such alcohol therein, 
and exhibiting and delivering up the 
stamps which show that a tax has been 
paid thereon, shall be entitled to re- 
ceive from the Treasury of the United 
States a rebate or payment of the tax 
so paid.’ (28 Stat. L., 567.) 

“An effort was made to prescribe regu- 
lations to carry the law into effect, but 
the failure to do so is shown by the fol- 
lowing letter, dated the 6th day of Oc- 
tober, 1894: 

“Sir: Your communication of yester- 
day in reference to the execution of sec- 
tion 61 of the act of Aug. 28, 1894, and 
advising me that, for the reasons there- 
in stated, you “are unable to prepare 
any set of regulations which would 
yield adequate protection to the Govern- 
ment and the honest manufacturer with- 
ovt official supervision, which has not 
been provided for by Congress,” is re- 
ceived. I have also given much atten- 
tion to the subject, and have fully con- 
sidered all the arguments and sugges- 
tions submitted by the parties interest- 
ed in the execution of the section of the 
statute referred to, and have arrived 





at the conclusion that until further ac- 
tion is taken by Congress it is not pos- 
sible to establish and enforce regula- 
tions as are absolutely necessary for an 
effective and beneftcial execution of the 
law. 

‘**You are therefore instructed to take 
no further action in the ma.ter for the 
present Respec.fully, 

“J. G. Carl'sle, Secretary.

“And thus the matter stands now, ex- 
cept that claims under the section to a 
great amount are outstanding against 
the United States unpaid and unad- 
justed. 

“Prior to the act Aug. 28, 184, 
commonly known as the Wilson bill, 
there was never any such provision in 
our statutes as curiously and disas- 
trously took shape in section 61. This 
crude legislation was not by any means 
one of the least of the evils of that in- 
complete and unfortunate measure. The 
wording of the section was found to be 
vague and jinapt, much indeed, 
that it was difficult and probably im- 
possible to determine its limitations in 
practice, and the door was left wide 
open for frauds and misinterpretations. 
So certainly was this the case that the 
Treasury and internal revenue officials, 
after patient and laborious effort, con- 
fessed, as shown in the foregoing letter, 
their inability to carry it into effect. 
That no other conclusion could be 
reached on the law as it stands every 
disinterested person who _ intelligently 
studies the subject must, it is believed, 
admit. 

“Necessarily, therefore, there should 
be some change of the section to make 
it practically operative, or else it should 
be repealed to avoid the very great 
harm it will do. 

“We have examined the schemes pro- 
posed in lieu of unconditional repeal, 
but in the judgment of the committee 
none of them would accomplish the ob- 
ject and adequately protect the revenue 
without involving large expenditures of 
money and the creation of a very large 
number of addit’onal officers, results, 
unhappily, greatly disproportionate to 
the benefits to come to the publie from 
free aicohol, 

“Undoubtedly the idea of taxing dis- 
tilled spirits had its germ and origin 
in the conviction that that product was 
net in any respect a necessity, but was 
a quasi evil, to say the least, and from 
that standpoint a more appropriate sub- 
ject of taxation than any of the neces- 
saries of life. But this conception did 
not extend to such uses of alcohol and 
its preparations as were essential to the 
manufacture of articles of meritorious 
public consumption, such as medicines, 
hats, varnishes and many fabrics. Con- 
sequently, if a scheme could be devised 
whereby the Government could exempt 
alcohol from taxation when so used, it 
might strongly commend itself to the 
committee, were it not for the consid- 
erations presently to be urged; but, as 
before suggested, nothing has been pro- 
posed to us which even erproximately 
relieves the subject of the difficulties to 
be encour tered. 

“The matters of prime importance in 
considering the subject seem to be, 
first, the interest of the Government 
from a revenue standpoint, and, second, 
the interest of the people generally as 
distinguished from that of a very lim- 
ited number of them. 

“The hearings before the committee 
were very protracted and elaborate, and 
the conclusion was clearly reached that 
free alcohol, under the practical opera- 
tion of any reasonable construction of 
section 61, would immensely benefit a 
few manufacturers and wholesale deal- 
ers in certain lines by returning to them, 
Icng after the product was marketed 
and sold, a sum equal to the tax on aleo- 
hol used, but that the great consuming 
public would not, probably in a single 
instance, owing to the exceptional na- 
ture of the case, have a cheaper price 
made to them. This is so well illus- 
trated in the case of the retail drug- 
gist and his customers (whose claim to 
cheaper medicines is certainly as meri- 
torious as anything we can select) that 
we need go no further on this line than 
to report that the testimony did not 
materially conflict on the point that 
they could not, and would not, get 
lower prices. The entire retail drug 
trade is, therefore, against free alcohol. 
It is but just to say that this opposition 
is not merely on the ground of prices, 
but is also because of their fears of 
frauds on the Government, and of in- 
jury to themselves as merchants by 
jeopardizing the purity and character of 
the articles they sell. 

“A relaxation of the high tax on al- 
cohol might be very desirable under 
some circumstances, especially if we did 
not sO much need revenue, but the en- 
tire removal of the excise would not 
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he excusable even to a meritorious man- 
ufacturing industry, unless the people 
at large should share in the benefit 
when the manufactured article came to 
them for sale. It is one of the strongest 
objections to this particular legislation 
that no such participation by the pub- 
lic in the benefits of the exemption 
seems possible. This benefit all goes, 
and must continue to go, to the manu- 
facturer alone, or to him and his job- 
ber, and the consuming public pays just 
as much as if Congress had not enacted 
the section. The reason of this is that 
the full amount of tax must be paid at 
the outset to get the alcohol out of bond, 
and long afterward, perhaps after the 
product is sold, the claim for refund- 
ing, if the proof:is satisfactory, is al- 
lowed. This delay and uncertainty in- 
evitably result in the collection from 
the purchaser of the full price of the 
goods, inclusive of the tax, and after- 
ward from the United States of what- 
ever is refunded on account of the tax. 

“While this benefit to the manufac- 
turer will greatly aid him when he gets 
ina 


the remitted tax, and possibly 
small way may benefit a limited num- 
ber of laborers or jobbers, with whom 


he may divide to a nominal extent, the 
dividend to the consumer would be so 
small and uncertain in any event that it 
would not be worth making, and there- 
fore will not be made, but substantially 
all of the amount thus refunded will be 
retained by the manufacturer alone. 
Hence it is apparent that he will con- 
tinue to sell his product for precisely as 
much as if the alcohol were to continue 
to be tax paid, and will also afterward 
get back and retain the $1.10 per gallon 
as additional profit. It cannot be just 
or wise to favor in this manner the 
manufacturer of any sort of goods. We 
repeat that the appeal of no I’ne of busi- 
ness can be stronger than that of the 
maker of medicinal compounds which 
are designed to promote the health of 
the people, and yet free alcohol is so 
manifestly improper and impossible for 
that interest, unless we wish to break 
up the internal revenue system, that no 
one of the committee entertains the 
slightest idea that the law ought to re- 
main in force as to medicinal or other 
like compounds, The facilities for frauds 
on the revenue are too manifest to 
make this tolerable. 

“We have pointed out that the pro- 
posed benefit to purely private enter- 
prise and manufacturing interests could 
not bring any compensating general 
benefit to the people at large, which 
would alone justify it, and it would 
seem manifest from this point of view 
alone that section 61 should be promptly 
and unconditionally repealed, however 
desirable under other conditions free al- 


cohol might be. We must for a long 
time necessarily tax alcohol generally, 
and we cannot, under these circum- 


stances, or without injustice to the pub- 
lic, exempt it even to the most mert- 
torious industries. We cannot make a 
separate matter of it in those connec- 
tions with justice either to the revenue, 
the Government or the general public. 
Ordinarily cheaper raw material will in- 
sure cheaper products, but where the 
price of the former is made to depend 
upon the more or less uncertain chance 
of a refund of a part of its cost, the re- 
sult must be that the price of the prod- 
uct cannot be materially reduced. So it 
will operate here, and the tax subse- 
quently refunded will be that much of 
mere bounty to the manufacturer alone. 

“Other considerations seem cogent 
and powerful aids to the conclusion 
reached by the committee, 

“The current expenses of the Goyern- 
ment for the fiscal year to end of Jwy 
1, 1806, will exceed by about $30,000,000 
the revenues for the same period. The 
best estimate made of the alcohol likely 
to be claimed as free under the act is 
10,000,000 gallons per annum, a total for 
the fiscal years 1895-06 of 20,000,000 
gallons, on which the taxation is $22,- 
000,000. We submit that the Govern- 
ment, especially in times like the pres- 
ent, cannot afford, and ought not to be 
required, to refund taxes under sestion 
61, and should not any lonzg2r be sub- 
jected to the danger of having v0 do it. 
But the large direct loss to the revenue 
of $11,000,000 per annum is not all, Un- 
less the strictest supervision is main- 
tained over the whole subject of the use 
of alcohol in the arts and in making 
medicinal and other like compounds 
whenever the manufacturer ‘finds it 
necessary,’ in the language of the sec- 
tion, to use it, the frauds committed 
under the extremely loose wording of 
the section will add many millions more 
to the losses the Government will sus- 
tain. 

“As anybody may become a ‘imanu- 
facturer’ of some kind, and may ‘find’ 
it necessary to use alcoho] in the ‘arts,’ 
whatever that may mean, or in making 
medicinal or other like compounds, the 
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utmost vigilance (to be exercised possi- 
bly in every school district from the 
Atlantic. to the Pacific) will be required 


to prevent the success of the teeming 
schemes which will inevitably be de- 


vised to get the bounty of free alcohol. 
It is estimated that to do this adequate- 
ly and effectively something like as 
many more revenue offices must be cre- 
ated as now exist, all of whom must be 
paid proper salaries. In this way more 
millions would have to be spent, adding 
fresh burdens to the people generally, 
in order to give a benefit to a few, upon 
some specious pretext of free alcohol to 
this, that or the other interest, Govern- 
ment aid to which is neither fairer nor 
more necessary than to any and ali 
others. 

“England, Germany and “ome other 
countries have laws providing for the 
use of free alcohol in the preparation of 
foods, lights and medicines, and in seme 
of the useful arts. The last is done, 


where practicable, by the methylation of 


the spirits, and it has been urged chat 
we could make and enforce sim.lar Jaws, 
and in this way benefit a few induscries. 
We have no accurate information as to 
how effectively these laws operate in 
those countries, though as they are not 
repealed the presumption is that favor- 
able results have been attaine.. 

“But those countries of very limited 
territory and dense population present 
cases very different from 9surs, particu- 
larly in the matter of possibility of sur- 
veillance, and investigations made of- 
ficially in this country do not encourage 
much hope that methylation could be so 
regulated as to give useful an. safe re- 
sults. It is too easy to demethyilize the 
spirits to risk it to our acute and enter- 
prising citizens of certain tendencies, 

“Again, distilled spirits produce mere 
revenue than comes from all other in- 
ternal revenue sources combinel. From 
them we got last year nearly or quite 
$80,000,000. Spirits are a manifestly 
proper subject for taxation, and we 
should not relax our hold ‘ipon this 
great source of revenue (as We certain- 
ly shall, if we permit this entering 
wedge to remain) until the obligatoon to 
pay vast sums in pensions to the soldier 
and his widow has been extinguished. 
Its efficiency as a revenue producer will 
be greatly reduced by the seductive in- 
trusions of claims for free alconol upen 
one plausible but delusive pretext or an- 
other, unless we begin resistance at 
once. We should forget our duty to 
the Government, and the sacred ¢) jects 
in raising this revenue, if we give it 
away in any unjustifiable manner. 

. “While the case is admittedly clear to 
all as to medicinal compounds, which 
may so easily be perverted into bever- 
ages, a few may insist that some in- 
dustries, where the use of alcohol in- 
volves its total destruction, rest upon 
a better and more favorable founda- 
tion in claiming free alcohol; but while 
the committee admit that the difficulties 
of surveillance are diminished in pro- 
pertion as the number of instances in 
which free alcohol may be used is 
limited, this does not relieve the sub- 
ject from a most essential difficulty, 
which lies at the very root of the mat- 
ter, namely, that for the Government 
to -vefund to the manufacturer the 
amount, or even a portion of the 
amount, of the tax paid on the alcohol 
used by him, 'ong after that tax had 
been paid, and the amount of it in- 
cluded in the price of the consumer, is 
to that extent to bestow a bounty upon 
an individual or industry no better en- 
titled thereto than any of the others of 
the country not so favored. It must not 
be forgotten that there is no virtue so 
magical about the use of alcohol as to 
entitle him who uses it to be paid by 
the Government for so doing $1.10 per 
gallon on what he uses. 

“The manufacturer must always, un- 
der the peculiar circumstances of this 
case, sell his product at a price which 
includes the tax paid as well as a rea- 
sonable profit, and will afterwards get 
as an additional profit whatever sums 

- may be refunded by the Government. 
This is the course the matter will take 
and must take in every case. ae 
therefore clearly a mere bounty to the 
manufacturer and a possible injustice 
to all other industries not equally fa- 
vored. Alcohol is exceptionally sur- 
rounded, and the people are entitled, 
through the Government, to the tax 
thereon, unless in some way they can 
get the benefits of its being exempt in 
certain instances. There is neither jus- 
tice, propriety, nor logic in taking this 
benefit from the people generally, as 
represented by the Government, and 
bestowing it upon a less number, as 
must necessarily be the result unless 
section 61 is repealed. The practical 


operations of this peculiar section must 
lead to this and nothing else. 

“As very clearly stating views which 
met the approval of the committee, and 
as giving also some very important 


facts in a succinct and forcible man- 
ner, and particularly as showing, as 
the first one does, the almost phenome- 
nal flexibility of the language employed 
in section 61, or at least its great width 
of application, the following letters are 
inserted at this point. They are quite 
instructive:

“*These claims cover a vast number 
of articles, such as tinctures, medical 
compounds, flavoring extracts, essences, 
patent medicines, bay rum, bay salt, 
Florida water, medicine extracts, pepto 
mangan, homeopathic medicines, root 
beer, witch-hazel, medicinal, and other 
like compounds, fruit extracts, nutro- 
lactics, pharmaceutical preparations, 
barbers’ supplies, tobacco, smoking to- 
hacco, celluloid and fancy goods, hair 
tonics, bovinine extract, varnish, bit- 
ters of various kinds, essential oils, es- 
sence of pepsin, medicinal saumetto, 
tricopherous, perfumery, Jamaica gin- 
ger, ethers, oils, wine and liquor flavors, 
toilet waters, confectioneries, black- 
berry brandy, cherry brandy, household 
panacea, soothing syrup, Radway’s 
Ready Relie?7, sarsaparilla, Venetian

sale druggists and others have appeared 
before the Ways and Means Committee 
in favor of the MeMillin bill for free al- 
cohol. As a user of alcohol, and at the 
same time having a claim now before 
the Government for the refunding of the 
tax on what we have used during the 
past year, I desire to enter my protest 
against this bill, believing it is a great 
wrong to the people of this country and 
to the Government. 

“‘If I correctly understand it, the 
Government refunds the duty on alco- 
hol to every exporter of every line of 
goods in which alcohol enters. Jf such 
is the case, where then is the drawback 
to the manufacturer of goods that are 
sold for export? In the second place, Is 
free alcohol likely to be of benefit to the 
people of this country? to this I answer 
no. It is simply a scheme of the large 
manufacturers of patent medicines and 
others to get absolute control of this 
business and shut out th? small eom- 
petitors, who ar? worrying them muoie 
than taxable aleehol. 

“*Go back to the time when manu- 
facturers of patent medicines in tnis 
country had to affix a stamp to their 
preparations. By false representation 
they had Congress remove this tax. Is 
the public benefited thereoy? Net a 
cent. Their medicines have sold at the 
same price as before and the Govern- 
ment loses the revenue on them, 

“‘Tt is exactly a parallel case with 
the tobacco manufacturers. They had 
the tax repealed on manufactured to- 
bacco, and after that was done they 
sold tobacco at identically the same 
price; that is, so far as the poor man 
was concerned, his nickel piece of to- 
bacco was no larger than it was before. 
The result was all the large tobacco 
manufacturers made immense fortunes. 

***Tn order to prevent the Government 
being wronged by the use of free alco- 
hol it is necessary that supervisors be 


appointed, just as they are in the distil- 
leries. Many safeguards will have to be 
thrown around its use, which will enta‘l 
expense upon the manufacturers, Those 
who manufacture in large quantities 
and can stand the expense of super- 
vision will be able to run under the free 
alcohol law, but small manufacturers 
who are to-day making extracts, elixirs 
and different compounds in connection 
with a small retail drug business, who 
enter into competition with the large 
manufacturers that have appeared be- 
fore your committee, will not be able to 
stand this expense of supervision, and 
the consequence will be they will have 
to go out of the business. 

‘One of the largest uses to which al- 
cohol is put is the cutting of shellac to 


make “shellac varrishes.”” Almost every 


large paint house in the United States 
now make their own “shellac varnish,” 
but if they are required to have a super- 
visor stand over them and see that they 
use the alcohol they buy for nothing else 
but the manufacture of this artic’e, they 
will have to discontinue it, and this bus- 
iness will be thrown into the hands of 
the large manufacturers in New York 
and elsewhere, who, having complete 
control of the market, will naturally 
take advantage of the _ situation and 
make exorbitant profits. It is simply 
a scheme of the big fish to eat the little 
ones. 

“ ‘Outside of all this, the Un ted States 
Government needs the revenue coming 
to it from alcohol, and should have it. 
I would even go further than that and 
re-enact the law that a stamp should 
go on every bottle of patent medicine 
in this country, simply because these 
men are making large profits, and can 
afford it. It will not advance the cost 
of their medicines 1 mill to the poor 
man, who buys them from the retail 
druggist. When this Government is on 
a better financial basis than she is to- 
day it will be time enough for her to be 
liberal, and throw away revenue that 
rightly belongs to her. Respectfully,

“In addition to all these considerations, 
it should not be forgotten that the 
‘chemical,’ the ‘spirits’ and the ‘sun- 
dries’ schedules of the Wilson bill were 
prepared without section 61 being in the 
bill, and after its insertion there was 
no rearrangement of the duties to meet 
this change, which was made in the 
Senate. Disproportionate protection is 
thereby unintentionally given to many 
articles to the extent, in some instances, 
of at least 100 per cent., notably: 

“In sulphuric and fruit ethers, and in 
all alcoholic compounds not especially 
classed in the schedules. 

“And, lastly, we deem it our duty to 
call attention to the fact that the effect 
of section 61, if carried out, will be the 
destruction of the large wood-alcohol in- 
terest. Over a thousand hands are en- 
gaged and several million dollars are 
embarked in the industry, and 2,500,000 
gallons are annually produced. It is 
poisonous, and not usable as a beverage, 
and is, therefore, not taxed. It is not 
as good as grain alcohol, nor so cheap 
as free alcohol for manufacturing pur- 
poses, but amply suffices in many cases. 

“It is not considered by the commit- 
tee to be either just or wise to give a 


bounty in the way of free alcohol to any 


other industry, when one of the certain 
effects of the bestowal will be to destroy 
he wood-alcohol interest, and in no way 
to benefit either the Government or the 
public. On the contrary, the Govern- 
ment, instead of being benefited, would 
pay a large bounty to one set of indus- 
tries, and in this way enable them to 
destroy another. The bestowal of this 
bounty is not defensible upon any 
ground under what must be the practi- 
eal operations of section 61, and its 
harmfulness to another meritorious in- 
dustry enlarges and emphasizes the rea- 
sons against it, which the committee re- 
gard as already overwhelming. 

“Unless the section is repealed 
promptly the Government stands in 
danger of losing about $11,000,000 per 
annum now because of it, with the 
chance for a large yearly increase as in- 
genuity in availing of its provisions de- 
velops. The reasons for immediate 
action seem most urgent and powerful.” 

Careful inquiry leads to the opinion 
that no attempt will be made to call up 
he House bill until the amended Brandy 
bill has been taken up in the Senate. It 
is, therefore, possible that the measure 
will not be called up at the present ses- 
sion. Should the Senate take up the 
Brandy bill it will encounter the oppo- 
sition of the friends of free alcohol, who 
will fight it on the ground that it is 
tariff legislation, and that is consid- 
eration Opens up every phase of the 
tariff question. To the Reporter's 


correspondent Senator Chandler said to- 
day: 

“Tf those who desire to repeal section 
il undertake to do so at this session 
they will simply reopen the tariff fight, 
and we will stay here and talk tariff 
with them until the snow flies. Every 
tariff schedule, including sugar, will 
come up for full consideration,” 

Senator Chandler emphasized the 
word “sugar” significantly. and smiled 
grimly as he indicated the possibility of 
a comprehensive tariff battle. Should 
the bill pass the Senate it will be re- 
turned to the House for concurrence in 
the free alcohol amendment, and the 
battle will be taken up there on that 
basis. Should the House refuse to pass 
the bill in its amended form, it will go 
to conference. in which event the Senate 
would probably win. 

It now looks as if Congress would re- 
main in session until the lst of July, 
if not later, and, although tremendous 
pressure is being brought to bear upon 
both houses to pass the repeal measure 
in some form, the manufacturers are 
being heard from in no uncertain tones, 
and there is still a fair prospect that 
an adjournment may be taken with sec- 
tion 61 still on the statute books,

Important Patent Office Decision in 
Dyestuffs Case. 

Examiner of Interferences Walter 
Johnson of the United States Patent Of- 
fice has rendered a decision in the case 
of Bender, whose application for a pat- 
ent was filed March 24, 1802, against 
Hoffman, whose aplication for a reis- 
sue of patent No. 11,267 was filed on 
the 19th of July following. 

The issue in controversy is defined as 
follows: 

“The yellow dyestuff herein de- 
scribed, derived from tetrazo naphtha- 
line beta-disulpho-acid and _ phenols, 
which is easily soluble in water, diffi- 
cultly soluble in spirit, dissolving with 
a brilliant violet shade in strong sul- 
phuric acid, from which, on diluting 
with some water, the free acid of the 
dyestuff separates in the form of a 
dark green precipitate, which, by fur- 
ther addition of water, is dissolved 
with a yellow shade.” 

The parties to this contest are for- 
eigners, and each must therefore fix his 
date of discovery of the matter in is- 
sue upon a description contained either 
in a patent or printed publication, or 
upon the date of introduction of a 
knowledge of the discovery into this 
country. (Parkin & Wright v. Jenness, 
63 O. G., 759.) 

Hoffman, the senior party, discovered 
in the Summer of 1890 the diamido- 
naphthaline-beta-disulfo acid; its te- 
trazo derivative, and that this latter 
combines with phenols to form a yel- 
low dyestuff. A quantity of this phenol 
azo dyestuff was prepared, and it was 
found that it would dye unmordanted 
cotton, and, further, that it was un- 
stable against alkalies. To render it 
ready for mercantile and _ industrial 
purposes the generally known process 
of alkylation was resorted to. The 
first shipment to this country of the 
commercial dyestuff by Casella & Co., 
the assignees of Hoffman, was in July, 
1891. After his work in the Summer 
and Fall of 1890 in connection with the 
production of both the alkylated and 
non-alkylated dyestuff, which under 
our law is not available as fixing a date 
of discovery, Hoffman filed applications 
for patents in Germany, Aug. 25, 1890, 
patent issued Dec. 2, 1891, No. 61,- 
174; Great Britain, Sept. 27, 1890, No. 
15,346, accepted Aug. 1, 1891; France, 
Sept. 29, 1890, issued Jan. 15, 1891; No. 
208,526. It is necessary to refer only 
to the French patent, as it is upon this 
that Hoffman depends for an award of 
priority. Bender’s French patent for 
the alkylated product was filed Feb. 16, 
1891, and issued June 2, 1891, 

The issue presented by the primary 
examiner is the claim of the domestic 
patent to Hoffman here involved, and 
its essential part is “the yellow dye- 
stuff herein described, derived from 
tetrazo naphthaline-beta-disulfo acid 
and phenols.” This requires that the 
claim is to be construed in connection 
with the explanation contained in the 
specification. The description is not 
ambiguous. The yellow dyestuff de- 
scribed is that obtained by combining 
phenol or cresol with the tetrazo deri- 
vative of diamido-naphthaline-beta- 
disulfo acid. The method of its manu- 
facture is fully set forth; the statement 
made that it dyes unmordanted cotton; 
that it is not fast against alkalies and 
that it can be made fast by alkylating 
the free hydroxyl groups. It is shown 
by the testimony presented that the in- 
stability of phenol azo dyestuffs against 
alkalies was a fact well known among 
chemists familiar with this art, and 
further that the instability is due to 
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the presence of the hydroxyl group, a 
compound radical O H, which is char- 
acteristic of phenol, and which forms 
salts with alkalies when the H of the 
O H is replaced by a metal. These 
salts show a change in the shade of the 
coloring matter, and for this reason the 
dyestuff is of small industrial value. 
To remedy this defect, and to render 
the dye fast, the hydrogen of the hy- 
droxyl group may be replaced by an 
alkyl group, a generic name applied to 
any alcohol radical, and which is in- 
capable of forming salts with alkalies. 
This replacement of the hydrogen of 
the hydroxyl group by an alkyl is 
termed “alkylation.” 

Now, the claim of Hoffmann does not 
read “The yellow alkylated dyestuff 
herein described,” and the reference in 
the specification to the alkylated prod- 
uct cannot be taken as limiting the 
Scope of the claim to said product. 
Furthermore, the description of the 
properties of the dyestuff recited in the 
issue applies to both the alkylated and 
the non-alkylated body (Dr. Friedland- 
er, p. 49, XQ. 1), and the expert testi- 
mony presented fully warrants the find- 
ing that Hoffmann’s discovery, as set 
forth in his involved patent, is the yel- 
low dyestuff obtained as above stated; 
that the alkylation of phenol azo dye- 
stuffs was old and well known; that the 
application of alkylation does not af- 
fect either the solubility of the dyestuff 
or its affinity for the cotton fibre, and 
that its only purpose igs to remove the 
possibility of the formation of a salt 
which will show a change of color. The 
language of the specification and the 
state of the art make it necessary to 
adopt a construction of the claim of 
Hoffmann that will secure to him his 
real discovery, to wit: the yellow color- 
ing matter obtained by combining the 
tetrazo derivative of diamido-naphtha- 
line-beta-disulfo acid with phenol, 
whether alkylated or unalkylated. The 
primary examiner, in presenting this 
issue, and including therein the appli- 
eation of Bender, which describes and 
claims the alkylated product only, has 
declared that there is no patentable dis- 
tinction between the alkylated and the 
unalkylated product. If the above is 
not the construction to be placed on 
Hoffmann’s claim, and if it to be 
read, “The herein described alkylated 
dyestuff,” etc., and there is a patentable 
difference between the two products, 
then, in the opinion of the examiner of 
interferences, Hoffmann is entitled to 
another patent on thé unalkylated prod- 
uct. 

The question then arises, Is Hoff- 
mann entitled to claim the date of his 
French patent 208,526 of Jan. 15, 1891? 
This patent does not describe by its 
properties any specific dye-stuff, but it 
does state that diamido-naphthaline- 
beta-disulfo acid, when treated in a 
normal way. with nitrous acid, can be 
transformed into 
which is very well 
is of yellow color. 
it combines with amines and phenols 
and their sulpho and carboxy acids 
forming new coloring matters of tech- 
nical value.” This direction includes 
means of producing a number of dif- 
ferent dye stuffs, and, while a descrip- 
tion of a specific method of procedure 
is not given, such description is claimed 
to be unnecessary, as any chemist 
skilled in the art would know how to 
proceed to effect the combination, and, 
in the language of Dr. Friedlander, 
“The final result could be foreseen with 
the same degree of certainty that per- 
tains to chemical reactions in gen- 
eral.”” And it is to be borne in mind 
that the present case is not concerned 
with isomers or so-called equivalents, 
but chemical reactions, claimed to be 
old and within the common knowledge 
of chemists. 

Admittedly Hoffmann discovered the 
diamido-naphthaline-beta-disulfo acid 
and its tatrazo derivative and was the 
first to disclose the fact that the latter 
can be’combined with phenols to produce 
a dye stuff. It is claimed by Bender that, 
because of the want of description of 
a method to effect the combination, 
Hoffmann can derive no aid from his 
French patent. The testimony on be- 
half of Hoffmann is, however, abundant 
that the specification of the French 
patent No. 208,526 contains all the in- 
formation necessary for the produc- 
tion by chemists skilled in the art of 
the yellow dye stuff, which is the sub- 
ject-matter of this interference. Dr. 
Schweitzer (Hoffmann’s record, Q. 9, 
p. 87) testifies that: 

“The process of combining amido 
compounds (to which class Hoffmann's 
acid belongs) with phenols was at that 
time so old and familiar as to be prac- 
tically a merely mechanical operation 

‘involving no longer any special skill. 
The moment the fact has been estah-

It is insoluble, and | 





lished that a certain amido compound 
furnishes tetrazo bodies on diazotiza- 
tion, everybody skilled in the art would 
at that time have known and would 
have been perfectly familiar with the 
further steps required for the production 
of the dye-stiffs. He would know at 
once that he was merely to repeat what 
he had so cften done before, substitut- 
ing the new tetrazo bodies in place of 
the old one. Therefore, the mere di- 
rection to combine Hoffmann’s tetrazo 
body with a phenol or amine was suf- 
ficient to enable one skilled in the art at 
the time referred to to carry out the 
combination and obtain the results.” 

Dr, Hoffmann, p. 11, Q. 7, p. 12, Q. 9; 
Dr. Gans, p 22, Q. 9, and Dr. Fried- 
lander, p. 46, Q. 5; p. 49, XQ. 5; all 
specialists in this particular art, testfy 
to the same effect. The testmony of 
these witnesses is not controverted by 
Bender. On the contrary, in the cer- 
tificate of addition to his French patent 
No. 182,063, filed Feb. 16, 1891, and is- 
sued June 2, 1891, and which contained 
the first description of the alkylation of 
the dye-stuff discovered by Hoffmann, 
he, Bender, says: 

“Thus we have found that outside of 
the combinations mentioned as exam- 
ples in our principal patent, it is the 
same with coloring matters produced by 
the combination of the tetrazo-naptha- 
line-disulphenic acid of patent No. 208,- 
526 (Hoffmann’s patent) with phenol or 
cresol. To transform these products in- 
to fast coloring matters we can operate 
by the processes of alkylation sufficient- 
ly known.” 

In this description Bender does nor 
give a method to be followed in com- 
bining phenol with the tetrazo deriva- 
tive of Hoffmann’s new acid, but leaves 
it to be inferred that the procedure 
was one well known and familiar to 
chemists, as in fact it was. The exam- 
iner, therefore, concludes that the de- 
scription contained in Hoffmann’'s 
French patent No, 208,526 of Jan. 15, 
1891, is a full disclosure of the matter 
in issue and that Hoffmann is entitled 
in this contest to the benefit of said pat- 
ent. This patent being prior to the 
French patent of Bender, for the alky- 
lation Hoffmann’s phenol azo dye 
stuff, the latter is entitled to prevail. 

Judgment of priority of discovery of 
the matter in issue is hereby rendered 
in favor of Meinhard Hoffmann. Limit 
of appeal will expire May 7, 1896. 
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Petroleum Region Fortunes, 


A reporter of the Pittsburg Dispatch 
recently found an old-timer of the oil 
regions in a _ reminiscent mood and 
jotted down his story, which will be 
found interesting, as is also gossip 
about a few of the oil magnates sup- 
plied by the scribe from other sources: 

“An interesting book could be writ- 
ten,”’ said an old-time oil man, “about 
the farmers who grew fabulously rich 
in a few years from the product of their 
farms lying on Oil Creek, if anybody 
would take the trouble to collect the 
information about what became of 
them. It is a curious fact that in the 
sixties most of the money in the oil 
business was made by men who began 
with nothing, and the farmers came in 
for a very large share of it. I myself 
could tell many stories of men, owning 
nothing but the land, out of which they 
made a very poor living, who, in a 
very few years after Col. Drake drilled 
the first oil well in the Uniteq States, 
were worth hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. Most of them afterward died 
poor, and their farms are now owned 
by persons not of their kith and kin. 

“The only exception I recall to the 
rule of the farms having passed entire- 
ly out of the possession of the families 
who owned them at the time the oil 
excitement began is that of the farm of 
James MacCray, a little distance back 
from Oil Creek, who made his living 
and that of his family from it, adding 
a little to his income from the farm 
by getting out occasional rafts of lum- 
ber and floating them down the creek 
to the Alleghany River. Mr. MacCray 
lived in a log house, and the other 
buildings on his place were far from 
the finest. He and his family probably 
saw very little ready money, but with- 
in five years from the time his farm was 
leased to oil producers he was worth at 
least $500,000, and was living in a very 
fine mansion in Franklin. He and his 
wife have both been dead a number of 
years, and left considerable wealth to 
their sons, one of whom, I believe, still 
owns the old place. 

‘‘MacCray’s farm was one of the first 
leased, and soon after the McElhaney 
farm near it was leased by a man 
named Funk, who made an immense 
fortune out of it. Funk probably had 


$10,000 when he began, and he was 
soon worth at least $1,000,000, He died 
a few years after he had amassed this 
immense fortune, leaving it to his fam- 
ily. The owners of the farm also be- 
came very rich, as in those days the 
royalty paid to the owner of the land 
was often one-half in addition to a 
bonus of $1,000 an acre. 

“One of the most celebrated farms in 
the Oil Creek region was that of George 
Washington McClintock, Like others 
living in that region, Mr. McClintock 
had a good farm with a few poor build- 
ings on it, and was glad to make a lit- 
tle extra money floating rafts of logs 
to the river. His farm was leased by 
Brewer & Watson. (He only got one- 
fourth royalty, I believe, but in a few 
years he was worth’at least half a 
million. He moved to Meadville, 
where, I think, some of his family are 
still living. 


“At least 1,000 persons made larger 
or smaller fortunes out of the oil pro- 
duced from this farm. The Central Pe- 
troleum Company was formed of per- 
sons interested in it, and is still in ex- 
istence, though it does not now con- 
trol this property. Although in a few 
years following Drake’s discovery and 
preceding the day of oil exchanges, the 
price of oil fluctuated from 50 cents to 
$14 a barrel, still nearly everybody who 
started in a small way made money, 
and the full history of this farm would 
furnish some very noticeable instances 
of it. One somewhat amusing one is of 
an acre in which Mr. McClintock traded 
his interest, probably on the chance of 
wells on it being dusters, for an 
old horse. The owner of the horse was 
a man named Killen, and the animal 
was not worth more than $50, but a few 
months after the transaction a well 
came in on Killen’s acre which enabled 
him to sell out for $5,000. I never 
heard what Killen did with his money, 
but the next day the man who pur- 
chased sold for $10,000, and four or five 
days later the second purchaser got 
$15,000 for his holding. 

“Another instance, somewhat of this 
character, though the scene of it was 
another farm, which came under my oD- 
servation, was furnished by a young 


the 


minister. He borrowed $1,000 to pur- 
chase a one-sixteenth interest in the 
royalty on a well which was _ being 


drilled and which amounted to one- 
thirty-second of the product of the well 
itself. It came in a 400-barrel well, and 
60 days later the clergyman sold out 
for $18,000 and took a trip to Europe. 
I think the trip was for his health, and 
if not, the object must have been equal- 
ly praiseworthy, for he came back and 
continued to preach the Gospel till the 
day of his death, and while he was 
preaching he spent the money he had 
made out of oil in doing good. 

“John Stevenson was another Oil 
Creek farmer, no richer than the others 
I have mentioned when the leasing of 
territory on Oil Creek began. I think 
he must have been worth at least a mil- 
lion when he removed to Ohio a few 
years after the first well was put down 
on his place. I never learned how he 
employed his wealth. 

“The William Storry farm was 
out of which perhaps as many fortunes 
were made as any other. There were 
400 acres of it, and the Columbia Oil 
Company, composed mainly of Pitts- 
burg parties, was formed to operate it. 
The owner, like the owners of other 
farms which a few years before the oil 
period would not much more than sus- 
tain the people living on them, of course 
became immensely rich. The Buchan- 
ans were another family whom the oil 
excitement found living in a log cabin 
and in a few years made worth hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. James 
Farr is another of those whose names 
recur to me because of the attention 
their suddenly acquired riches attracted 
to them. I might mention a dozen or 
two more, but in many cases it would 
be unkind to do even that, because their 
wealth proved anything but a blessing 
to them, and they would have lived 
longer and died far happier if they had 
been allowed to lead the laborious and 
simple lot to which they were born. 

“The fate, so to speak, of the farms 
of that region bears a striking resem- 
blance to that of thelr former owners. 
The owners were poor before the oil de- 
velopment made them rich, and in most 
instances became poor again before they 
died. The farms were of little value be- 
fore oil was found on them, and are of 
little value now. The McClintock, famil- 
iarly known as the Wash McClintock 
farm, could have been bought, I have 
understood, previous to being leased, for 
$4,000. It was sold a few years ago for 
$3,000. In 25 years that elapsed be- 
tween the two periods from $5,000,000 
to $6,000,000 worth of oil was obtained 


one 





from it, and many persons were made 
wealthy, a few to be permanently pros- 
perous and others only to lose their 
wealth. Equally as much oil was ob- 
tained from the Storry farm, and about 
two years ago it was sold for $5,000. 
Its life as an oil producer was about 25 
years. There are perhaps still a few 


| little old wells in operation on it, but 


they are hardly worth mentioning.” 

Former big speculators do not like to 
speak of their experiences on the ex- 
changes, for the reason that most of 
them are now poor. The number of 
men is not by any means small who 
have won or lost from $100,000 to 
$200,000 in a single day, and finally quit 
the business because they were ‘dead 
broke.” The most noticeable exceptions 
to this are Captain J. J. Vandergrift of 
this city and George B. Foreman of Buf- 
falo, N. Y. Both ure estimated to be 
Severa! times millionaires. Another ex- 
ception often mentioned is Daniel 
Goettle, now of Oil City, who is said to 
have made or lost surns above the hun- 
dred-thousand-dollar line in a single day 
on the exchange at least fifty times. He 
quit speculating when at the top of one 
of his waves of success, became a bank- 
er, and has prospered ever since. 

It is said that Captain Vandergrift, 
though he was long a terror to the spec- 
ulators on the exchange, did not make 
his money in speculation. He was 
among the early producers, and was 
later interested in a number of pipe lines 
and oil country railroads. At the time 
of the famous Pit Hole excitement he 
is understood to have lost considerable 
money, and to have recovered in later 
developments. On Pit Hole Creek a few 
1,000-barrel wells caused a town of 
10,000 people to grow up in a few 
months, It went down almost as rapid- 
ly, and now there are only a few old 
houses where it once stood. Captain 
Vandergrift did not lose so heavily there 
as some others, but he had other re- 
verses, and at one time, it is said, con- 
templated resuming the occupation of 
captain of a river steamboat, which he 
had previously pursued. 

At this juncture, it is related, and he 
is said to tell the story with a great 
deal of pride himself, his wife proved 
the savior of his fortunes and set him, 
or rather kept him, in the way of be- 
coming the millionaire he now is. He 
made a trip to Pittsburg, and ascer- 
taining that he could get the command 
of a packet which he once held, went 
to his home in Oil City and told his wife 
to prepare to move to Pittsburg. She 
objected, saying that it was in the oil 
country he had lost money and there 
was the place to make it again. He 
took her advice and stayed until he was 
in shape to come back to Pittsburg and 
rank as a king among oil men. 

Among the stories which oil men ap- 
pear to take special delight in telling are 
some showing how people with immense 
sums of money started into the business 
and speedily lost all they had. The dis- 
astrous effort of the Penn Bank syndi- 
cate to corner the market, the ruin of 
the members and the failure of the 
bank are a noticeable case in point. An- 
other not so generally spoken of was the 
building of a refinery in the ’60’s by a 
firm of New Yorkers, headed by a Ger- 
man named Brontz. They had plenty of 
money and built the Humboldt refinery 
at Plummerville, some miles above Oil 
City. In those days it often cost $2 or 
$3 a barrel to get oil transported a few 
miles. The teams had to be brought 
into the country from a distance, as 
most of the farmers were too poor to 
own teams other than a yoke of oxen, 
The money of the New Yorkers was 
soon all gone, and they were out of the 
refining business. ‘Most of the money,” 
said the former magnate who told the 
story, for at least the second time, “‘was 
made by people who started with noth- 
ing.”

Green (Olive) Oil. 


The British Consul at Corfu, Greece, 
makes the following report on the pro- 
duction of green oil in Greece: 

Green oil is extracted from the stone 
of the olive by chemical process, 

In 1894 650 tuns were extracted, of 
which about 400 tuns were used in mak- 
ing green soap.

Ledger's Cinchona Expeditions. 


Mr. Charles Ledger, who is now living 
in indigent circumstances in New South 
Wales, and in whose behalf an appeal 
was last year made to the Dutch Goy- 
ernment, has written an interesting let- 
ter to the Chemist and Druggist, giving 
some particulars of his cinchona expe- 
ditions not heretofore published. The 
letter follows: 

“When I arrived in Peru from London 
in 1836 I took with me letters of intro- 
duction to the great mercantile houses 
of Lima, and obtained employment with 
Messrs. Naylors, Kendall & Co. 

“As previously stated, it was entirely 
owing to Manuel Mamani’s great prac- 
tical knowledge of cinchona bark tnat 
my attention was so particularly at- 
tracted to the great value of the ‘Rujo’ 
variety. In 1850 I became aware of its 
superior richness in quinine through 
the assay made by Mr. Marchant in 
La Paz of a ‘slab’ I took with me from 
Pelechuco, and in March, 1852, it was 
arranged between my partner, Mr. A. 
Luis Blondel, and myself that I should 
go to Ceylon and there purchase from 
100 to 300 acres of suitable land for the 
purpose of forming a cinchona planta- 
tion. Mr. Blondel was to _ contribute 
£6,000 and I was to find £1,000 and to 
manage the business on joint account. 
We calculated that it would take nearly 
ten years before any return could be 
had. It was entirely owing to having to 
wait so long for return of capital and 
profit in our projected cinchona enter- 
prise that when, in November, 1851, Mr. 
G. H. Nugent, Her Majesty’s Consul at 
Arica, addressed me on the subject of 
obtaining a number of alpacas for Aus- 
tralia, I determined to abandon the cin- 
chona project for the alpaca trade—a 
resolution I have often regretted. 

“TI most distinctly assure you there 
were no prohibitory laws in Bolivia 
against the exportation of alpacas until 
1855, months after all but one of my 
flocks were out of Bolivian territory. I 
also assure you that the ‘head man’ 
and shepherds of each flock had pass-

“In a former account I have already 
stated how on the eve of Manuel's 
son’s return from Australia to South 
America I got news that Mr. Markham 
was not allowed to enter Bolivia, and 
how I hastily formed the determination 
of directing Manuel to obtain for me a 
supply of best cinchona seeds, especially 
of the ‘Rojo’ variety, at the same time 
sending him $200 for his expenses. Had 
I though it possible he could have been 
delayed as long as he was (five years), 
I most certainly would never have 
moved in the matter, simply from in- 
ability to meet the outlay. As it was 
well known to me how Dr. Hasskar] 
had been providentially prevented from 
entering Bolivia in 1854, and how Mr. 
Markhim had also been turned back 
from the Bolivian frontier in 1860, I 
naturally thought that if I could suc- 
ceed where two special expeditions had 
failed I should be well recompensed. I 
was also fuly aware of Manuel’s often 
expressed disinclination to get the seed 
for me. He was full of the prejudices 
of his race. Repeatedly round our camp 
fires during my alpaca expedition have 
[ heard him approve of the steps taken 
by the ‘Cascarilleros’ (bark cutters) to 
prevent ‘Gringos’ (Europeans) taking 
seed or plants of the cinchona out of 
their country. It was only on saying 
good-bye to him on the beach of Cal- 
dera in 1858 that he said to me: ‘Adios! 
adios! mi patron, should you ever wish 
to get seed of the ‘‘Rojo” you have only 
to send your order and I will get it for 
you,’ the tears running down his cheeks 
at the time. When I heard in 1865 
that he had applied four times for 
money to my father-in-law at Tacna I 
felt assured he would do his best to 
satisfy me. And _ so it eventually 
turned out. But, as I had not seen the 
seed picked myself (although thorough- 
ly believing all that Manuel told me), I 
placed no fixed value on the seed, and 
told my brother to leave all remunera- 
tion to the honor and good faith of the 


governments that took it after a trial 


had been made as to its real value. Cer- 
tainly, my brother did not get my letter 
until seme six weeks after receiving 
the seed, and in the mean time he had 
delivered a quantity of it to the Dutch 
Consul in London. No price was asked. 
Four hundred florins were sent to my 
brother some three weeks after, and 
after twelve years I received, upon ap- 
plication, £100 more, the greater part of 
which I spent on compensating Manuel's 
family for his loss. 

“You will see that it is hardly fair to 
call ‘t a ‘mercantile speculation.’ I also 
ask, How was the valuation arrived at 
in 1865, when 400 florins were sent to 
my brother? Who was so bold as to 
place a value on a seed the like of which 
has never been seen before or after? 
Then, in 1882, when its value had been 
fully proved, was £100 a just and fair 
return for most valuable service ren- 
dered to the people of Holland? From 
my willing expenditure of hardly earned 
money they have received millions of 
pounds, and will yet reap greater re- 
turns.”

The Cinchona Plantations of Madras, 


The Revenue Department of the Gov- 
ernment of Madras has issued a report 
by Mrs. M. A. Lawson, Government 
Botanist and Director of Government 
Cinchona Plantations, on the receipts, 
expenditure and general condition of 
the plantations. From the_ report, 
which deals with the Dodabetta, Nedi- 
vattam and Pykara estates, it appears 
that the season during the past year 
was unusually dry, the rainfall on the 
Dodabetta estate being 26.85 inches, 
and on the Nedivattam estate 13.79 
inches less than that gauged in the 
previous year; but the exceptionally dry 
season does not seem to have affected 
the crops to any appreciable degree, 
the output of bark on the three estates 
having been 125,557 pounds, which, 
added to the amount in stock at the 
beginning of the year, made a total 
stock of 393,701 pounds. Of this quan- 
tity 198,572 pounds were disposed of 
during the year, leaving in stock in 
the storehouses at the commencement 
of 1895, 195,129 pounds. 

The Dodabetta estate has greatly im- 
proved, and the estimated annual out- 
put of bark, viz., 100,000 pounds, is 
double the quantity harvested in for- 
mer years. This satisfactory result is 
to be attributed to deep trenching. deep 
digging and heavy manuring. Where 
the soil is poor, weeds have been sown 
and manured, and these weeds being 
dug in every year have greatly de- 
creased the poverty of the soil. Fifty- 
one thousand pounds of dried crown 
bark were taken from this estate dur- 
ing the year, an amount which could 
easily have been doubled had the extra 
quantity been required. The several 
plots known as the “picnic ground,” 
end consisting of about forty acres, 
have not now been barked for many 
years; the trees upon it are very fine, 
very healthy, and are of a uniform 
variety. All other varieties or species 
have been uprooted, and it is from the 
best trees in the centre of this ground 
that the seed is taken which is re- 
quired for the several estates; this 
means that a pure strain of the very 
best sort of the crown barks is insured. 
The plants raised from this seed are 
undoubtedly more vigorous in their 
growth than those raised from hybrids, 
the latter having greatly deteriorated 
during the last twelve years. Never- 
theless, it cannot be affirmed that the 
plants raised even from these carefully 
nursed trees are nearly so vigorous or 
long lasting as those raised from seed 
taken from the same trees twelve or 
fifteen years ago, and it would there- 
fore be very desireable if the Govern- 
ment could procure a fresh supply of 
seed from South America. 

The Nedivattam estate, the most dif- 
ficult of all to deal with, owing to the 
great mixture of varieties which were 
originally planted out upon it, is not 
doing so well as had been hoped for, 
though for no fault or want of care on 
the part of the superintendent. All the 
new plantations have been’ deeply 
trenched and dug and heavily man- 
ured, and yet in many plots the trees 
do not show the same _ satisfactory 
growth as is visible on the Dodabetta 
estate. This appears attributable to 
two causes: First, most of the new 
planting consisted of crown hybrids 
raised from Dodabetta seed (and these, 
as has been said above, have much de- 
teriorated). Secondly, the land on 
which the trees have been planted was 
second-hand land, so to speak; that is 
to say, it was land upon which cinchona 
had been grown before. The plan now 
adopted on this estate is as follows: 
When a plot is cleared, the trees are 
cut down, but not uprooted, and the 
ground is not meddled with for two or 
three years; by this time the stools of 
the trees have thrown up shoots three 
or four feet in height, and the ground 
is also covered with a dense growth of 
weeds. The land is then pitted, but 
the weeds surrounding the pits are not 
disturbed. The shoots afford shade and 
shelter to the young plants, and the 
weeds conserve and add to the nutri- 
tious properties of the soil. If the 
weeds are entirely removed, and the 
whole land kept perfectly clean, what 
little organic matter is left on the sur- 
face of the soil is burnt up during the 
hot weather, and the nitrogenous mat- 
ter and all soluble salts are washed out 
of the soil during the rains, the result 
being that the land is left miserably 
poor. The Pykara plantation has 
greatly improved during the last ten 
years. The trees on it are for the 
most part of a good sort, crown and 
crown hybrids, and all the young plan- 
tations have been deeply cultivated and 
manured. There are still patches of 
red bark here and there upon the plan- 
tation, and there is a _ considerable 


area which was planted up twelve years 
ago with Nedivattam hybrids. 


The 




















trees on these plots will in due course 
be replaced with pure Cinchona officin- 
alis; a small portion on a barren ridge 
has been abandoned for the present, as- 
it is hoped that it may recuperate if 
left fallow for some years. 

The manufacture of quinine and feb- 
rifuge in the factory at Nedivattam was 
carried on almost continuously during 
the past year; 4,770 pounds of sulphate 
of quinine and 1,756 pounds of febri- 
fuge were turned out during the 
twelve months, of which 3,631 pounds 
of quinine and 3,956 pounds of febri- 
fuge were sold during the same time, 
leaving, together with previous amounts 
in stock, 4,984 pounds of quinine and 
1,946 pounds of febrifuge on hand at 
the beginning of 1895. It is estimated 
that the value of the quinine, febrifuge 
and other drugs manufactured at the 
factory during the past year would 
amount to 84,740 rupees.—Board of 
Trade Journal.

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Improvements in Sulphuric Acid 
Manufacture. 
BY F. J. FALDING. 


The manufacture of sulphuric acid 
consists of three principal operations, 
the burning of brimstone, pyrites or 
other sulphuric compounds, the cham- 
ber process and the concentration. 

Without at present considering the 
rather involved question of concentra- 
tion, advances have been made in recent 
vears in the burner and chamber pro 
cass which are worthy of remark, the 
more especially as such improvements 
directly affect the large number of fer- 
tilizer manufacturers and the producers 
of simply chamber acid, and conse- 
quently the cost of the large output of 
fertilizers. 

So far as burner practice 
cerned, in many acid systems the charge 
for burners without any structural 
changes whatever has been raised from 
750 or 800 pounds of 50 per cent. py- 
rites to 1,150 or 1,200 pounds, an in- 
creased capacity of say 50 per cent.: 
or of from 850 pounds of 40 per cent. 
ore to 1.29% or 1,400, or an increased 
capacity of say 60 per cent. of ore 
burned, or say 50 per cent. of actual 
sulphur burned. And similar results 
have been obtained when brimstone has 
been the raw material. 

Pari paseu. the chamber process has 
been rendered more efficient, and it is 
no uncommon thing in this country at 
present writing for chambers to work 
at an average throughout the year of 
twelve cubic feet to the pound of sul- 
phur burned, eleven cubic feet being 
the efficiency reached during a large 
part of the year. This represents an 
average increase of capacity. when 
compared with ordinary practice, of 
from 50 per cent. to 89 per cent. 


is con- 


Tt is evident. therefore, that If the 
burner capacity and the chamber 
capacity are reasonably balanced, an 


increase of about 50 per cent. in out- 
put can be reached without building 
either additional burners or chambers. 

The only estructural alteration neces- 


sary in a fairly well-laid out plant is 
complete 


the use of fans to secure 
control of the gas. 
This use of fans in sulphuric acid 


systems probably antedates all other 
recent improvements, and yet their use 
and the nessihilities such use opens out 
are even yet only vaguely understood. 

This is probably owing to the fact that 
they have been difficult of construction 
for handling acid fumes, and that even 
when in operation they have heen im- 
properly used. The results obtained 
upset so many pet rules and regulations 
that the full benefit of their use has not 
been realized. 

Such an increase of output as stated 
above of course is a great advance, but 
it would seem as if further advance 
were not only iikely, but certain, as 
there are many devices of recent years 
which have not attained their full de- 
velopment, mainly on account of the 
sensitive and fluctuating nature of this 
process, hitherto almost entirely depend- 
ent on atmospheric influences. 

The proper use of fans would seem to 
he the sword with which to sever the 
Gordian knot of the abolition of lead 
chambers, at any rate in their present 
enumbersome form, and to render possi- 
ble the economical construction and use 
of the various forms of tower conden- 
sers which have een prorosed. Tenta- 
tive efforts. in fact, have already been 
made inthis direction (see Barbier 
natents. Tuunge patents and Faldings, 
FE. P. 17,602, etc.), but there are many 
practical difficulties in the way of an 
immediate realization of this expecta- 
tion, not the least being the enormous 
capital invested in lead chambers. 

On this account it ‘has seemed better 
to work up to the desired result in a 
practical way by increasing to the ut- 
most the efficiency of the burners and 
lead chambers, as they at present exist. 
Much has been done in this way, but 
much more can surely b2 done. 

Fans were first used in this country 
at the works of Messrs. Matthiessen & 
Hegeler at Laselle, 111. (Lunge, second 
edition, page 426), where they were 
probably introduced by Bode, who 
built the works, as they had been in 
vrevious use in Germany. Lunge states 
that “This arrargement had been work- 
ing for several years when I visited 
the works in 1890.” Their application, 
however, to the purpose of increasing 
the capacity of the burners must be 
largely credited to Mr. I. P. Lihme, 
formerly chemist to the Messrs. Mat- 
thiesen & Hegeler, and this advance on 
burner practice is largely due to this 
painstaking investigation and method 
which practically brings the efficiency 
of the burners in line with the French 
system “Production Intense’ hitherto 
£0 little understood in this country. By 


| this system a maximum yield and a 
|} minimum eonsumption of niter is at- 
tained, as above stated, with a chamber 
capacity of from eleven to twelve cubic 
feet of chamber space to the pound of 
sulphur burned. 

It is hardly riecessary to point out that 
the use of such a system not only ap- 


plies to existing plants, but must be 
considered in reference to the erection 
of new plants, doing away with the 
necessity of constructing say at least 


HO per cent. of the burners and cham 
bers for a given output 

This is in itself a great stride, but not 
necessarily hv any means final. it 
brings within the region of the practi- 
cal forms of burners and condensing ap:

Jalap. 
The purzgative properties of Jalap, 


Tpomoea purza, hav2 been know in Eu- 
rope since the sixteenth century. It 
is, indeed, a product of Mexico, and de- 
| rives its name from the City of Xalapa, 
which for long has been the center of 
the jalap trade. The plant is found on 
the eastern declivities of the Andes, at 
an elevation of 5,000 to 8,000 feet above 
sea level, in such localities in which 
rain falls almost daily. The plant isa 
climber, requiring support, such as 
stakes or trellis. The flowers are rose 
colored, and the jalap occurs in tubers, 
varying in size from a small nut to a 
moderate sized apple. The tubers are 
underground stems. Formerly, all the 
jalap of commerce came from Mexico. 
but during later years India has con- 
tributed her share, and the plant has 
been produc?d in the cinchona planta- 
tions of Jamaica, but, in many in- 
stances, had to be abandoned, as the 
| jalap throve at the expense of the cin- 
chona. The plant is said to grow free- 
ly in the southern parts of England, 
which fact is not generally known. Its 
flowers, however, appear so late in the 
autumn that they seldom expand, and 
the tubers are mostly destroyed by frost 
if not well protected. The drug is de- 
seribed in the British Pharmacopoeia 
as being the dried tubercules of Ipo- 
moea (Exogonium) purga, imported 
from Mexico. Characteristics—vary- 
ing from the size of a nut to an or- 
ange, ovoid, the larger tubercules fre- 
quently incised, covered with" a thin 
brown’ wrinkled cuticle; presenting 
when cut a yellowish gray color, with 
dark brown concentric circles, 


As jalap is only used in medicine, to 
obtain the highest prices it is necessary 
to place the product on the market in 
the form best known to the wholesale 
druggists, who are the principal pur- 
chasers, 

Tt is important to get the real article. 
as other kinds are very often substi- 
tuted. which are not of the same medic- 
inal value. Some little knowledge of 
the drug is necessary, to prevent impo- 
sition. Good jalap should be _ tough, 
hard, and often horny, becoming brittle 
when long kept, and breaking with a 
resinous fracture. Tt should be of a 
pale, dingy brown, or dirty white color, 
having a faint smoky coffee-like odor, 
and a mawkish taste; the substituted 
article does not answer to these several 
tests. The real jalap owes its medici- 
nal quality to the resin, but the plant 
also contains starch and sugar, which, 
however, do not crystallize, gum, and 
coloring matters. 

The cultivation—writing from definite 
knowledge—requires study, as it needs 
a rich soil, for the crop is an exhaust- 
ing one, and it is not until a third year 
that a return may be expected, and it 
has been clearly proved that at least a 
thousand dry tubercules can be gathered 
from a single acre under cultivation, 
and similar crops may be obtained 
every third year from the same plants 
thereafter. In Mexico, however, jalap 
is dug up during the whole year. The 
small roots are dried entire, the larger 
are cut transversely, so that they may 
dry the more easily. This drying proc- 





ess is a very difficult and trying one, | 


for about 70 per cent. of the weight has 
to be evaporated, and it frequently 
happens, when dried in the sun, that 
there is a considerable loss on account 
of some becoming moldy and others hbe- 
coming subjects of fermentation. 

This loss is sometimes prevented by 
gashing the tubers, or by cutting them 


in slices, but jalap thus prepared 
fetches a lower price in the English 
market. 


Drying entirely by sun heat is not al- 
ways possible, owing to the natural hu- 
midity of the climate. The roots are, 


therefore, placed in a net and suspend- 
ed over a constantly burning hearth of 
an Indian’s hut, where they are allowed 
to dry gradually, and this accounts for 
the smoky smell so often detected in the 
drug when purchased. 


This special 








characteristic is considered by many 
druggists to be a proof of good tubers. 


The roots of other plants growing in 


Mexico, especially in the neighborhood | 


of Orizaba, are imported into Europe 
either by themselves or as an adulter- 
ant of the real article, one of which is 
known in trade as Tampico jalap, and 
this special kind has figured largely in 
the importations of recent years. It 
therefore requires some little knowl- 


| edge and experience to detect the false | 


from the true: some cannot be distin- 
guished hy the eye from true jalap; 
and it is only by chemical tests that the 
real quality can be ascertained. 

The experience gained in jalap culti- 
vation in the Madras presidency, in 
India, has shown that the plants re- 
quire a rich, loamy soil, and the best is 
well-drained grass land, laid out in 
terraces about 10 feet wide; this must 
be dug over and allowed to lay ex- 
posed to the sun for about two months. 
then drilled and manured and planted 
with potatoes. These must be lifted, 
and the jalap tubers planted in rows 
a few inches high to prevent the water 
from becoming stagnant around them: 
when the plants have become estah- 
lished, ordinary culture is all that is 
necessary. 

Planted in this way one acre has 
vielded 5,000 pounds of green tubers at 
the end of three years: these, properly 
dried, produced 1,000 pountls of jalap 
powder. A trial was made in this way 
some few years ago. Five acres of 
land were thus planted; the crop 
vielded 3,000 pounds of green tubers, 
producing 1,077 pounds of sured jalap. 


The drug is imported from Vera 
Cruz, and altogether about 180,000 
pounds find its way into our English 
markets. So it will be seen that it is 


an article of some commercial impor- 
tance.—British and Colonial Druggist. 
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The Determination of Caffeine in Tea. 
BY ®, H. GANE. 


The exact determination of caffeine in 
tea leaves is attended with great diffi- 
culty. Numerous processes have been 
devised, but, as will be seen later, most 
of these have been based on inadequate 
information, and are valueless for the 
purposes intended. The process hitherto 
almost universally adopted is that de- 
vised by Paul and Cownley, which con- 
sists in treating the powdered leaves 
with MgO, and exhausting the dried 
mixture with alcohol. Two years ago. 
Allen, in an exhaustive paper on caffe- 
ine, hinted that this process was open 


to suspicion. the complete exhaustion 
with alcohol being in some cases im- 
possible. Having occasion recently to 
determine the caffeine content of a 


large number of samonles of tea, T made 
a thorough study of the above and other 
processes, and the results are embodied 
in the present paper. 


At the outset, IT would sav that a 
large portion of my work has been 
merely confirmatory of the work pub- 
lished in Allen’s paper, nreviously re- 
ferred to, a paper which. T venture to 
say, has not in this connection received 
the attention it merited. This work mar 
be briefly summarized as follows: 

1. Aqueous solutions of caffeine can 
he concentrated hy boiling, and subse- 
quently evaporated to dryness in a 
water oven without any loss of alkaloid 


2. Boiling caffeine with lime causes 
decomposition. the loss varying under 
different conditions from 20 to 50 per 
cent. Boiling with magnesia causes 
practically no change. 

3. Admixtures of powdered tea leaves 
with lime or magnesia cannot be com- 
pletely exhausted by percolating with 
solvent, such as chloroform, ether, etc. 
This fact was first pointed out by Paul. 


4. Determinations of caffeine, based 
on treatment of the leaves with lime and 
subsequent boiling with water, are 
valueless, owing to decomposition of 
the alkaloid. 

As the above facts have heen pre- 
viously pointed out, a detailed account 
of confirmatory experiments is not 
necessary. Finally, as the result of my 
own observations, based on the exami- 
nation of a very large number of sam- 
ples of tea, T have come to the conclu- 
sion that the process of determining 
caffeine in tea by treating with mag- 
nesia and exhausting with alcoho) is 
open to considerable error, and should 
be abandoned. 

The difficulty met with in extracting 
caffeine from the leaves is probably due 
to its association in the leaf with other 
bodies, possibly, as suggested by Allen, 
in the form of a glucoside, similar to 
that occurring in kola nuts; or possibly 
owing to tombination with some tan- 
noid bo@y. Experiments with a view of 
elucidating this point have met hitherto 
with but little success. 








Zoller supposes that the cellular strue- 
ture of the tea leaf causes the obstinate 
retention of part of the caffeine, and 
has suggested a process based on the 
destruction of the cellulose with sul- 


| phuric acid and subsequent exhaustion 


with alcohol after neutralization with 
lead oxide. This process gives accurate 
results, but owing to the retention of 
the caffeine by the charred tissue, pro- 


| longed treatment with large quantities 


of the solvent is necessary. This process 
is too tedious for everyday work. 


Herlant’s p-ocess, kased on the golu- 
bility of caffeine in sedium benzoate, 
is open to objection that complete ex- 
traction cannot he obtained under two 
weeks’ time. 

Squibb’s process, consisting in boiling 
the tea leaves for a few minutes with 
magnesia, is one of the most satisfac- 
tory yet devised, the only objection be- 
ing that the boiling is not continued 
long enough. Several hours’ boiling is 
necessary to insure complete extraction. 

The method finally adopted as the 
most satisfactory, and as yielding the 
best and most concordant results, was 
that suggested by Allen. The process 
is as follows: Six grms. of finely pow- 
dered tea are boiled with 500 e.c. of 
water, using a reflux condenser, for six 
hours, The decoction 1s filtered, and 
the filtrate made up to 600 c¢.c. Heat 
to boiling, and add 4 germs. of acetate 
of lead. Attach to a reflux condenser 
and boil for ten minutes. Filter. take 
HOO c.c. and evanorate to ahout 50 e.c. 
Remove the excess of lead by means of 
sodium phosphate, and finally concen- 
trate to about 40 ¢.c. The caffeine is 
then removed by shaking 4 or 5 times 
with chloroform. Four extractions are 
abso'utely necessary to insure complete 
extraction, and it is advisable to use a 
fifth. 

This process T have found to give ex- 
cellent results. Paul’s obfection to it. 


‘that it does not extract all the caffeine, 


seems to he unfounded, for after exam- 
ination of over 50 samples of tea T have 
not in any case found the process yield 
a Jess amount than the alcohol process, 
whilst in some cases it vielded consider- 
ably more. From the numerous de- 
terminations made, using both Paul’s 
and Allen’s methods, T have selected 
twelve samples as showing the varia- 
tion in the two processes. The remain- 
ing samnles vielded practically the same 
result by hoth methods. Appended the 
results are tabulated:

Tn the ease of samples 4. 6. 9, it will 


he seen that the vield by Paul's process 
is verv 'ow, compared with that vielded 
by hoilinge with water. Complete ex- 
traction could not in these cases he oh- 
tained with alcohol, although * grms. 
of the tea and magnesia mixture were 
in these cases treated with 32.000 c.c of 
alcohol. Fven in ordinary cases, where 
complete extraction hy this method is 
obtainable, from 1% to 2 liters of alcoho! 
have to he emploved to secure extraction 
of 5 germs. of tea. This in itself makes 
the process objectionable from its ex- 
pense, The residual caffeine could 
readily be extracted from the mixture 
by boiling with water. 


The caffeine isolated by Allen’s process 

can be obtained in a state of perfect 
purity very readily. but when using the 
aleoho! process it is a matter of con- 
siderable difficulty to remove the whole 
of the green coloring matter. In all 
cases the residue obtained from the 
chloroformic solution was purified as 
carefully as possible. In the case of 
those ohtained hy Allen’s process, the 
residues were snow white and showed 
the melting point of caffeine. In carry- 
ing out this latter process T have found 
it advisahle in some instances to con- 
tinue boiling it with water for eight 
hours. though, as a rule, six is amply 
sufficient. Owing to the slowness with 
which the decoction filters, T prefer to 
boil the tea with the whole of the 600 
c.c. of water, and to add the acetate 
to the solution before filtration. This 
saves considerable time. 


In conclusion, IT would say that the 
results above given show Paul’s state- 
ment, that water will not completely 
extract tea leaves, to be erroneous. Al- 
len’s process is cheaper to work, less 
tedious and gives more accurate results 
than Paul and Cownley’s method.—Jour- 
nal of the Society of Chemical Industry.
